In the wave of criminality that has swept

Crime ”’ ing the past few weeks, there is a re- 
grettable disposition on the part of several 
writers for the public press to attribut2 the outrages to insufli- 
cient police protection. As the subject is discussed with phar- 
macists they should be careful to inform themselves of the na- 
ture of the contagion which brings about these all too frequent 
outbreaks of crime of a sexual nature. Psychologists who have 
made a study of the subject tell us that there is such a thing 
as mental contagion, which manifests itself in crowds or among 
groups of individuals that may be scattered in time and place. 
The lurid stories of assaults and violations which the “ yel- 
lows” delight to publish are factors of suggestion in mental 
contagion, and this section of the newspaper press should be 
held responsible for bringing about by their suggestive stories 
the very evils of sexual aberration which they profess to de- 
plore. No matter how many policemen we may have and how 
vigilant they may be in detecting the kind of crime in question, 
the violence will continue so long as newspapers give circula- 
tion to the morbid details of such atrocious acts as have 
so shocked the community of late. 
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The drug stores of Baltimore claim ex- 
Soda Water vs. emption from the Sunday closing law 
Prescriptions on the ground that they must be kept 
open for the convenience of those need- 
ing medicines. But physicians assert that the privileges thus 
obtained are abused when the druggist also sells soda water. 
A more serious charge is that the soda water trade is incom- 
patible with the prescription trade. We do not subscribe to 


this view of the matter, but the druggist should be careful to

Drug Expert partment of Agriculture has made a wise 
choice. Dr. Rusby is not only a man of

jess difficult the task of finding an adequate supply of crude 
drugs that will comply with the pharmacopiial requirements 
and will thus lighten Dr. Rusby’s labors.

. bit of commendatio1: which we are pleased 
to make the most of and to record for the encouragement of the 
followers of a craft which has many trying features. An ob- 
serving Buffalo journalist chanced recently to overhear a drug- 
gist cautioning the recipient of the prescription as to his regi- 
men while taking the medicine. The scribe was surprised to 
find that the druggist considered it a part of his routine duties 
to make good any deficiencies in directions or errors in quan- 
tities of which the physician might be guilty, and thereupon 
tells the public that the druggist is, after all, not quite such a 
chump as he and it had supposed. In the increased complexity 
of medicine the physician is called upon to learn so much that 
it is not a matter of surprise that he should neglect some 
details which might be of the greatest importance to his 
patients. The function of the pharmacist as a safeguard 
against possible error or oversight of the physician is but too 
little appreciated by the public, and it is a pleasure to record 
this evidence of appreciation on the part of an unknown news- 
paper man,

Sodium Chloride 


calomel when both are taken to- 
gether into the system is brought 
to the fore again in a paper con- 
tributed to the Revista de la real Academia de ciencias, fisicas 
y naturales by Sefor Carracido, who made a number of ex- 
periments, using different strengths of solutions and varying 
the conditions in a number of ways, in order to determine 
whether calomel and sodium chloride were incompatible and 
produced corrosive mercuric chloride in the system. He made 
use of a simple test to demonstrate the presence of mercuric 
chloride, merely floating a solution of ammonia water upon 
the solution under investigation. When mercuric chloride was 
present in the suspected solution in a strength of 1 in 10,000, 
a white zone appeared at the place of contact between the two 
solutions. By observing the intensity of the white ring and 
comparing it with rings formed in solutions of known strength 
the amount of mercuric chloride present could be approximate- 
ly estimated. In this way Carracido tested solutions of calomel 
and salt in various strengths and subjected to various temper- 
atures, with the result that he invariably demonstrated the 
presence of corrosive mercuric chloride, never, however, in 
greater strength than 1 in 10,000. He concludes that although 
the reaction invariably occurs it never produces sufficient cor- 
rosive sublimate to cause toxic symptoms, and that the poison- 
ing which sometimes occurs is more likely due to the forma- 
tion of colloidal mercury through the action of the alkaline 
juices of the system, the albumenoids or the cell protoplasm.

Drug Clerks as appearance of a drug clerk on the 
Associate Members tloor at the 1899 meeting of the 
American Pharmaceutical Associa- 

tion. This young man, though somewhat discouraged at the 
meagre salary and poor prospects of the drug clerk, felt enough 
interest in the association to join its ranks and to prepare a 
brief paper narrating some experiences in his efforts to interest 
the physicians of his immediate vicinity in the preparations 
made by his employer. This clerk has since done excellent 


service in the association and has organized a clerks’ associa- 
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tion in his home city of Columbus, O. The fact that he was a 
clerk and not a proprietor made his appearance on the floor 
rather conspicuous, for, as was pointed out in the address of 
President Rogers before the New York State Pharmaceutical 
Association at the recent meeting, only a very small percentage 
of the membership of the pharmaceutical associations is com- 
posed of clerks. This is unfortunate, for the reason that the 
associations work quite as much for the benefit of the clerks 
as they do for the benetit of proprietors. Indeed, in New York 
State any proprietors complain that the prerequisite law has 
done more for the clerk than for the proprietor. As was pointed 
out by President Rogers, this law has secured permaneney for 
employees, often to the serious embarrassment of the employers. 
Moreover, as he well says, the clerks of to day are the employers 
of to-morrow and should be encouraged to take up association 
work as soon as possible. Unfortunately, one of the factors 
Which militates against a larger membership from among clerks 
is the question of dues. The average clerk can hardly afford to 
attend the meetings of the association, save when they happen to 
occur in his immediate vicinity. The benefit which he can de- 
rive from membership is therefore general, and in view of the 
necessity under which he lies, of exercising the greatest possible 
degree of economy, he must generally forego the privilege of 
membership in the association. This particular phase of the 
question might be helped by providing for a special Class of 
members, intended to include the clerks, salesmen and others not 
actively engaged as proprietors in the retail business, whose 
annual dues should be merely nominal, say $1. We believe that 
if some such concession could be made and an active Ganvass 
undertaken many drug clerks would be glad to be enrolled as 


members of their State pharmaceutical association. 


THE BOY. 
AN ND what of the boy? For we take it that, notwithstanding 
5 preliminary high school qualifications, graduate prerequi- 
site clauses, and what not, there are still some thousands of 
boys annually taking places as beginners behind the counters 
of the retail drug stores of the United States of America. 


And so: What of the boy? 


he loutish, duli, slow, indolent? Or is he keen, alert, in 

dustrious? Is he frank, honest and direct? Or is he 
shifty, sly and evasive? Is he cheerful and helpful’ Or is 
he morose and easily discouraged? The answers to these ques- 
tions ‘have a far wider bearing than the determination of his 
immediate usefulness to his employer, for the boy of to-day is 
the man of to-morrow. Thus, when the druggist exercises wis 
dom and judgment in the selection of a boy beginning business 
on the lowest rung of the ladder of pharmacy he exercises wis 


dom on behalf of the future of pharmacy. 


HE boy polishing the soda fountain is a potential menmha 
f of the firm. Therefore, it behooves the druggist to an 
swer carefully our questions—to know as much as he may of 
the moral and intellectual qualities of the youth, as well as 


of his merely physical aspect. And by moral qualities we do 


not mean a mere routine adherence to the accepted precepts as 
to behavior, ‘but rather that deeper, broader aspect of his na 
ture, from which will spring his actions in things independent 
of law and convention. It is not sufficient to know that he 
does not steal. We must know that he cannot steal. It does 
not suffice to know that he has not been caught in a lie, but 
we must also feel that for him to utter a deliberate falsehood is 
an impossibility. For this lies at the root of the whole imiat- 
ter. If he is not sound morally in these instances all other 


good qualities are so much of an aggravation 
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UT he that would become a pharmacist and succeed and do 
B credit. to his calling must have other traits as well. For 
his mind must be of the right sort, quick but methodical, and 
ever accurate for accuracy is the keynote of the calling in 
Which inaecuracy may mean death. And above all he must not 
be absent-minded. For an absent-minded dispenser is ever a 
terror. It is he who dispenses morphine for quinine and who 


sells oxalic acid) for epsom salts. 


B' T have we drawn up a catalogue of virtues not possible 

to compass? We think not, But if so then let us sacri 
fice quickness of apprehension, for this quality is not infre 
quently possessed by the light and frivolous minded, who 
while they clearly apprehend their duties, find ready excuse 


for leaving them undone 


pe so having secured a boy, neat, accurate, honest, and 
. truthful, with a clear sense of duty, we have done our 
duty to ourselves, and our calling, and may let the lad grow up 
learning what he may by observation, and chance reading! Not 
so. For here is but the raw material, the rough timber from 
which to fashion a man and a pharmacist, and he who rightly 
estimates his own obligations must realize that the training of 
a youth is a grave responsibility and one worthy of constant 
thought and care. To train the hand, the mind, and the morals 
of a lad so that in after years his enreer may reflect credit: on 
his training is a serious task, but one bringing with it ifs own 


reward. 


PPAVE abandonment of the old system of apprenticeship las 

broken up some abuses, no doubt, for under it the selfish, 
grasping, narrow employer had it in his power to break a lad of 
spirit, and destroy his ideals most cruelly But on the other 
hand that method of training had its manifold advantages. The 
employer knowing that the boy would be with him for the full 
three or four years, felt assured that he would be repaid: in 
service for any time and effort devoted to the instruction of 
the boy, and therefore, as a rule, he cheerfully fulfilled his obli 
gation to instruct the apprentice in the art and mystery of the 
craft Furthermore the apprentice being made a member of the 
household, the druggist was careful to secure a tad of such 
parts that his presence in the family cirele would not be ob 
jectionable. The lad becoming a member of the household, it 
was an easy and natural task to inelude a certain amount of 
moral instruction in the teaching which was a part of the duty 


of the employer 


- is not to be supposed that the druggist should act as priest 

and confessor to his apprentices, but he should teach both 
by exsumple and precept the beauty of right thinking and right 
living, as well as the need for industry and thrift. Doing this 
cheerfully and constantly the druggist will find his reward not 
alone in the increased efliciency of his help, but in that peace 
and comfort which comes from the discharge of one’s duty 
The fact that we no longer have apprentices who are bound to 
stay for the full term of three or four years makes it all the 
more important that the druggist should treat with human con 
sideration the lad who comes to him to be taught pharmacy ; 
for if he does this then can he hope to retain the services of the 
lad after he has become useful. Not that the bey should be 
mollycoddled, for the pharmacy is no place for this; he should, 
however, be treated with some dignity and consideration, and 
with a realization of the fact that his future depends largely 
upon the treatment he receives from his employer as a. boy. 
For who among us, looking back upon the period of our ap 


prenticeship, but realizes now, as he did not then, what in 
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spiration was drawn and is still drawn from some kind but 
firm pharmacist who had the direction of our young lives, even 
if only for a few months. Therefore we say be careful in your 
selection of a boy and be doubly careful of your treatment of

WHAT CONSTITUTES RESTRAINT OF TRADE? 

we the increasing complexity of our social life we come 

fo lean more and more upon law and find ourselves con 
fronted at every turn with statutory enactments putting new 
limitations upon individual activity. The aggregation of large 
masses of people into cities las made it necessary to eurtail 
individual rights in favor of the general comfort and welfare. 
In the same way keen competition in trade has developed con 
ditions which require special laws setting up new principles 


in commercial jurisprudence, 


* HE legal definition of unfair competition and the restraint 
of trade changes about once ino a decade in order to 


meet changing conditions. 


r HIS is essentially a day of trade agreements whieh, under 

a literal interpretation of the term, might be considered 
as agreements in restraint of trade, but which do not result 
in the exaction of exorbitant priees and which, we believe, re 
dound to the public welfare. There are therefore agreements 
in restraint of trade whieh are essentially innocent in’ their 
character, but, as was pointed out in an address recently de 
livered by Charles G. Dawes, former Comptroller of the Cur 
reney, before a meeting of bankers at Milwaukee recently, the 
Sherman anti-trust law makes equally eriminal all agreements 
in restraint of trade, even those which may be for the benefit 
of the public, which may be simply for the purpose of presery- 
ing natural rights, and whieh may at any rate not be injurious 
to the public. “Rake, for instance,” says Mr. Dawes, “an 
agreement among competitors to compete only upon pure goods, 
as distinguished from adulterated goods, an agreement un 
questionably in the interest of the publie, and vet it is eriminal 
under the Sherman anti-trust law to-day, as criminal as an 
agreement among competitors to combine for the purpose of 
extorting an unreasonable price. The point T wish to make is 
that there are two kinds of agreements in restraint of trade, 
those whieh are beneficial to the public, as well as those whieh 
are injurious, An agreement in restraint of trade not to sell 
helow cost is not necessarily ao disadvantage and an injury 
io a community, for certainly we have heard a great deal re 
contly about great institutions underselling for a period of 
time in certain localities, selling below cost, for the purpose 
of crushing out competition in order that they may later exer 
cise a monopoly and raise the price. A great many of these 
vgreements ino restraint of trade are for the purpose, not of 
extortion, but of letting a reasonable amount of competition 


exist.” 


eps lily remarks of Mr. Dawes apply with particular foree to 
| the conditions existing in the drug trade. If any agree 
ment covering trade matters can be considered as being eal 
culated to promote the publie welfare, surely the agreements 
between proprietors and retailers in the drug trade belong to

It has oceurred to the writer that it might be of some in 
terest to a portion of the members of this association to learn 
the experience of a fellow-member ino manufacturing eertain 
pharmacopaial preparations, and while he does not believe he 
can convey much useful information concerning these, le hopes 
he may, if any eriticisms follow the reading of this paper, learn 
something of value from his critics. 

Among the preparations [have experimented with thus far 
ave cataplasmai Kaolini; elixir ferri, quinine et stryvehnine 
phosphatum; emulsio olei morrhuswe cum hypophosphitibus ; 
tHluidextractum colehici seminis ; 
thuidextractum 


ferri carbonas saccharatus ; 
fluidextractum rhamni purshinuse aromuticuns : 
senme; glyceritum amyli; liquor antisepticus. 


Cataplasma Kaolini. 

The formula and process for this preparation yield) a fairly 
satisfactory product, but the variability of the kaolin furnishes 
a source of much annoyance. On a small senate, say 1,000 Gin., 
the retail pharmacist may make this preparation so that) he 
ean sell it at a good profit. To made up a bateh of 2.000) Gin, 
(the actual yield being a tritle more than # pounds av.), ata 
cost of S cents per pound, figuring the cost ouly of materials 
employed, but the work was strenuous and Loam not trying to 
ereate a demand for this product. On a larger seale than 2,000 
Gin, the pharmacist requires a hand or motor power machine to 
insure thorough admixture of the ingredients, LT have some of 
the cataplasm that has been made about 14 months and it 
has held together with only a slight separation of the glycerin, 
but it is of darker color and is not as sightly as are some of 
the popular kaolin compounds on the market. 


Elixir Ferri, Quininae et Strychninae Phosphatum. 

The formula and working process for this preparation, when 
earefully followed, yield a product that is pharmaceutically 
elegant, and LL would: advise every pharmacist to make this 
elixir as a part of his regular stock, and talk it up strongly 
to his physician customers and urge them to prescribe it. 1 
have made elixir of iron, quinine and stryehnia phosphates 
from various formuke, including that of the second edition of 
the National Formulary (whieh yielded an excellent: prepara 
tion), but the official elixir is superior to them all. T have 
some of this elixir which has been made about a year, and | 
cannot see that it} has deepened in color nor undergene any 
modification, The formula and working process are complex, 
and must be carefully and exaetly followed if the pharmacist 
desives to obtain an elixir that will be reasonably permanent, 


Emulsio Olei Morrhuae cum Hypophosphitibus. 


Now this official process looks easy of manipulation, but I 
have known of more than one failure resulting from close 
observance of the pharnmnacopeianl directions. LT have found 
that time can be saved and a perfeet emulsion will result by 
rubbing the powdered acacia with hale of the volume of cod 
liver oil specified in the formula, adding to the mixture at once 
all of the required amount of water and. triturating rapidly 
until the oil is thoroughly entulsitied, and then adding to the 
emulsified oi} the balance of the codliver oil im small portions, 
triturating each portion until fully emulsified. The official 
directions may then be followed, and the resultant emulsion 
Will be so perfeet that a bottle whieh has contained it can be 
so thoroughly cleansed with cold water that not a trace of the 
oi will remain. Of course nearly every retail pharmacist has 
his own pet emulsion to recommend, and it is not likely that 
nanny Of us will strive to make a market for this official prepa 
ration, but when a physician prescribes the UL S. Po emulsion 
it can be quickly and perfectly prepared after the manner sug 
gested, If a pharmacist wishes to prepare, say, 5,000 Ce. of 
this emulsion, he will find it exceedingly difficult, if not. tm 
possible, to make a perfeet preparation if he follows the official 


directions, and Tam sure “the powers that be" will pardon 
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him if he departs from the letter of the directions to the ex 
tent LT have indicated, 
Ferri Carbonas Saccharatus. 

As some of my physician friends lave for a number of years 
been prescribing “ ferri subearh..” on the theory that iron, in its 
ferrous state, is most readily assimilable, it occurred to me that 
this saccharated iron carbonate, if freshly prepared, would fur 
nish them iron inja nearly ferrous state, and for the past three 
years T have been making this preparation at intervals of two 
ov three weeks, and have created quite a demand for it. | have 
departed from the official process to this extent: T protect the 
ferrous sulphate and the ferrous carbonate with plenty of sugar 
from start to finish of the produet. Tn making a bateh of, say, 
200 Gin, to the ferrous sulphate To add 160° Gin. of powdered 
{x sugar and mix thoroughly before dissolving in hot water, 
and then pour this hot saceharine iron solution into the solu 
tion of sodium biearbonate, After the precipitated ferrous car 
bonate has settled to the bottom of the flask T siphon off the 
supernatant liquid and then add 160° Gi. of powdered 4/x 
sugar to the precipitate before washing with boiled distilled 
water. TL usually give the precipitated ferrous carbonate three 
washings, and each time T protect the precipitate with the 
stated amount of powdered 4/x sugar. By this means the 
pharmacist can check the oxidation of the iron and secure 
the full official percentage of ferrous carbonate in the product, 
By applying recently the official test to some saecharated iron 
carbonate that had been prepared 24 hours, | found by titrating 
with 1/10 normal potassium permanganate VooS. that it con 
tained I8 pereent. of ferrous carbonate, while some that had 
heen made three weeks contained 15.4 pereent., and some that 
had been made nearly three years contained 11.4 percent. This 
is very interesting, as the Pharmacopaia requires 15 percent. 
of ferrous carbonate in’ the official preparation. Now this 
means work, and a lot of it, but if the physician finds he is 
vetting what he desires to prescribe the pharmacist’s Libor 
will be well repaid. Talk this up to your physicians, for it is 
really a meritorious preparation. 

Fluidextractum Colchict Semfnis. 

As colehicum furnishes one of our most valuable remedies 
for various types of rheumatism, and as the pharmacopaial re 
quirements for the colchicine strength of the drug now makes ‘t 
possible for the pharmacist to furnish the physician with the 
fluidextract, or the wine, of definite strength, the fluidextract of 
colehicum seed appealed to me as a preparation that was well 
worth the pharmacist’s efforts to make and standardize, TP pur 
chased of a well-known firm of drug millers a quantity of col 
chieum seed of No, 30 powder, which was represented as of 
official colehieine strength, and upon subjecting the drug. to 
the pharmacopaial assay process T found that it) contained 
0.59 percent, of the alkaloid. Following carefully the official 
process, L prepared 4,000 Ce. of a tluidextract, which, after 
having had its strength accurately adjasted, assayed 0.5 per 
cont. of colehieine, Aside from the fixed oil, whieh tloated in 
an annoying quantity on the surface of the liquid, the thuid 
extraet was in every way satisfactory. To was doubtful about 
separating the fixed oil, as it possessed a very bitter taste, and 
to remove it might mean the loss of a small percentage of col 
chieine, so T allowed it to remain, and by agitating the thiid 
extract before adding to the alcohol, in the formula for wine 
of colehicum seed, of which we dispense large quantities, T felt 
that the full colehicine strength could be maintained. ‘This 
fixed oil, however, is a nuisanee and T determined to get rid of 
it when T prepared another quantity of the tluidextract, if 
this could be done without weakening the alkaloidal strength 
of the drug. As colehieine is insoluble in petroleum benzin, it 
oceurred to me that T might be able to remove this fixed oil 
with gasolene without affeeting the colehicine strength of the 
seeds. With that end in view, T pressed 20 Gin. of the powdered 
colehicum seed as firmly as possible ino a conical filter, inoa 
glass funnel, and passed through it commercial gasolene (know t 
as 74 degrees fluid) until T had obtained 60 Ce, of percolite 
This percolate IT evaporated carefully and then poured it into 
a tared beaker, which T placed in a drying oven and exposed 
it to a heat of about 140 degrees F., until the odor of the gaso 
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lene had become entirely dissipated. The yield of fixed oi! 
was 0.65 Gm., or 3.25 percent. The oil is of about the color and 
density of linseed oil, and has a bland taste entirely devoid of 
bitterness, L subjected 10 Gm. of the gasolene extracted seeds 
to the official assay process and found 0.6 percent, of colchicine, 
instead of 0.59 percent., the gain being due to the fact that the 
drug had been dried in a drying oven and had lost nearly 2 
percent. of moisture, I feel satisfied that it will be perfectly 
proper to extract the fixed oil with gasoline without impairing 
the colchicine strength of the drug, and shall do this when I 
prepare my next bateh of fluidextract of colchicum seed. The 
cost of the preparation was a trifle less than 75 cents per pint, 
so my advice to the pharmacist is, make and standardize your 
own fthiidextract of colehicum seed. 


Fluidextractum Rhamnt Purshtanae Aromaticum. 

I started to make 5,000 Ce. of this thiidextraet, and right 
here is where T iearned that small quantities of official prepara 
tions are easy of manipulation by the retail pharmacist, but 
when he quintuples the pharmacopeial formula, as in’ this 
particular case, he has a big job on his hands. When TL mols 
tened the mixed powdered drugs with the required amount of 
vater TL had to divide the powder into four equal parts, and 
then had to cast about for containers to hold the swollen mix 
ture so that it might be properly macerated. Then, when it 
eame to drying the mixture, T again had to resort to quarter 
divisions, as my drying dish, which T have heretofore regarded 
as ample in capacity, would not hold more than one of these 
After the mixture was thoroughly dried the balance 
of the process was easy, and the resultant fluidextract: was

very satisfactory. Just how far extraction should be carried 
on in this process to insure exhaustion of the mixed drugs 1 
am ata loss to know, but after T had reserved the first) por 
tion of the pereolate as directed LT continued the percolation, 
first with diluted aleohol and then with water, until the liquid 
dropping from the pereolator was nearly colorless and taste 
less, and this pereolate measured 20,000; Ce, and it was no 
smiall task to evaporate this to the consistency of a soft ex 
tract, because of the froth on the surface of the liquid due to 
the glveyrrhiza. Now that it is finished Tam not sorry To made 
this thiidextract, but T shall anxiously wateh the container,

have used more than was necessary, but my only gauge for 
exhaustion of the drug was the color of the percolate, and until 
this was only slightly tinged with green that volume of aleoho! 
liad to be used. After the drug had been exhausted with alcoho! 
and then air dried, the balance of the process was easy and 
yielded “a fluidextract of a dark brown color, with a pro 
nounced but not unpleasant odor and a sweetish-bitter taste 
What surprised me in the manufacture of this tluidextract was 
the quantity of menstrua employed, that of aleohol being 5.025 
Ce, that of diluted aleohol 5,750 Ce. or an approximate total 
of 7.900 Ce. of alcohol, This thuidextract cost me about $1.75 
per pint, but had To used a still for the recovery of a part of 
the aleohol this cost would have been somewhat reduced. I 
have not had a call for svrup of senna since making the thuid 
extract, and T think this preparation will not become popular 
in my section of the State, 
Glyceritum Amyli. 

My pharmaceutical education must have been checked too 
soon or To might be able to understand why our Pharmacopaial 
Revision Committee ignored the old method of preparing this 
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ancient glycerite and adopted the impossible process of the 
present Pharmacopeooia. to made three faithful attempts to 
make this preparation after the official process, with a failure to 
record each time, and finally tried the old process for making 
it and seored a suecess. The directions in the official process 
tell you to heat the glycerin to 284 degrees F., and then pour into 
it gradually, and with rapid stirring, the starch which has been 
previously mixed with the requisite amount of water. The 
result of this procedure is that the water is violently converted 
into steam, and you have little balls of ruptured starch gran 
ules, and when the heating is continued ata higher temperature 
you cannot manipulate these so that they will break down and 
become homogeneous, and the product is lumpy and unsightly. 
The old method of manipulation may not, perhaps, give you as 
many ruptured starch granules, but your glyecerite will be per 
fectly smooth, and will be in proper condition to have powders, 
ete., incorporated with it. It is not a popular preparation, but 
when properly made, it is well worth looking at. 


Liquor Antisepticus. 

This is not difficult to make, but Tam of the opinion that it 
Will not become popular with physicians who have used and 
prescribed some of the well-known antiseptic solutions on the 
market, until its flavor has been improved by the addition of 
small percentages of glycerin and oil of gaultheria. 


DR. COHN’S PAPER ON U., S. P., VIII.

Under the tithe A Few Suggestions Regarding the U.S. L., 
VII, Alfred t. Cohn, Pharm, D., read a paper before the New 
York State Pharmaceutical Association at the annual meeting 
last month. This paper is unquestionably of value. In two 
instances, however, IT, and, Tam sure, other pharmacists can 
hot agree with the author, and - desire to call attention to 
these instances, hoping at the same time Dr. Cohn will accept 
the matter in the right spirit, as it is intended for the good and 
henetit of the pharmaceutical profession in general, 


Elixir Ferri, Quininae et Strychninae Phosphatum. 

Dr. Cohn gives us a formula to take the place of that of the 
U.S. PL His elixir can be easily and quickly prepared, but he 
overlooks the most important point, whieh is that the U.S. Py 
elixir is an elixir of “three phosphates "of “ triple phos 
phates.” In the U.S. PL formula the iron, quinine and strych 
nine are all present as phosphates, but in Dr, Colin's formula 
only the iron is present as phosphates, the quinine and stryeh 
nine being present as alkaloids, Elixir of triple phosphates is 
an ideal name for the U.S. Pe. preparation and it ought to 
come into coneral use nnd be used as a synonym in the Pharm 
acopeie Furthermore, Dr. Cohn’s elixir has a“ fine green” 
color, whieh he states it “ should have.” But the U.S. PL elixit 
of triple phosphates should not have a“ fine green” color, buta 
* ereenish-yvellow " color. The U.S. 2. formula is all right 
I ndmit it seems alittle complicated, Tt requires a little 
pharmaceutionl skill, and just for this very reason every pharm 
aveist ought to prepare this elixir himself and take pride in the 
finished product 

Syrupur Ferri, Quininae et Strychninae Phosphatum, 

The same argument bolds good for this preparation. Dr, 
Cohn's formula does not contain the three salts as phosphates, 
only ferric phosphate being present, the quinine and strychnine 
being there as sulphates, ‘The glyeerite was introduced in 
U.S. TP. VIEL for the extemporaneous preparation of Haston’s 
syrup. Tt is a wellknown faet that Maston’s syrup-—this syn 
onyvin also ought to be recognized by the U.S. P.-will darken 
if kept on hand, because the free acid) present, caramelizes 
the sugar, 

Conclusion and Suggestions. 

Brother pharmacists follow the U.S. P.t Ti is the result of 
the work and research of our best pharmacists, chemists and 
physicians.

In 1906 he was elected president of the Alumni Association 
of the Maryland College of Pharmacy.

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BRITISH PHARMACISTS’ CONVENTION. 





The Annual Meeting of the British Pharmaceutical Conference 
Reported in Detail. 


(By our London Correspondent.) 

Manchester, July 24.—The annual gathering of British 
pharmacists which has been held in this, one of the foremost 
manufacturing towns in England, has been a great success 
from a scientific as well as from a social point of view. There 
were quite 200 visitors from all parts of Great Britain and 
Ireland. 

The president of the year was Thomas Tyrer, a knight of 
chemical industry, who is somewhat of a cosmopolitan person 
ality with the chemical world. Mr. Tyrer is not unknown in 
America, for he was one of the prominent men during the visit 
of the Society of Chemical Industry to the United States a few 
years ago, 

Mr. ‘Tyrer was born in Wolverhampton in 1844, and after 
two years in a chemieal-factory there, he went to London and 
studied under Hoffmann at the Royal College of Chemistry. 
After leaving there he went to May & Baker, the well-known 
chemical manufacturers, at Battersea, 
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be noted that the professional element is particularly strong 
and competent in the United States. 

To illustrate this importance he had collated the opinions 
of many of our best living scientists as to What is Research? 
The definitions of “* Research” as given by many eminent men 
were extremely interesting. Mr. Tyrer tirst quoted Professor 
Meldola, incidentally giving the opinion of Charles Unmey 
(who was president of the Conference in 1889-1890), “* the only 
way to meet the future of pharmacy as a ‘trade’ was not only 
individually and collectively to maintain, but also to advance 
by research and by every possible means all matters bearing on 
scientific pharmacy.” 

Definitions of ‘* Research.” 

Professor Chandler, of New York, “ whose name,” said Mr, 
Tyrer, “is intimately associated with our knowledge of a family 
of new gaseous elements which he himself describes as the 
‘laziest’ lot of clements ever heard of ’—argon, neon, krypton, 
xenon, and even helium—quoted Webster's definition of re- 


search: 

A diligent and protracted seeking after the facts and theories 
of science which deals with the elements of matter, the proportions 
in which they combine, the means of their separation, and the laws 
Which govern and affect these agencies, 








and he is now managing director of 
Thomas Tyrer & Co., Ltd., of Strat 
ford. A man of genial presence, rare 
vifts and a wide range of knowledge, 
he has been a most popular president.

The Mond Nickel Process. 

Passing on to that well-known chemical technologist, Dr. 
Ludwig Mond, Mr. Tyrer quoted a pasSage from an address by 
Dr. Mond in which he said that any advance in pure science 
is soon followed by advances in our industries. Dr. Mond’s 
account of the Mond nickel process is regarded by Mr. Tyrer as 
one of the most fascinating tales of the result of observation 
and scientific deduction. It amounts to this: The vapor of 
gmmonium chloride acts not only on oxides and salts, but at- 
tacks violently the large majority of metals. Valves were re 
quired which had to be very tight to prevent i large loss of 
ammonia. It was found that nickel was suitable. In the 
laboratory nickel valves worked perfectly, but on the manu 
facturing seale badly. They became encrusted with a black 
substance, which proved to be carbon, This seemed mysterious, 
but in the laboratory the ammonia was swept out of the ap 
paratus before admitting hot air, while on the large seale, gases 
from a lime-kiln were used containing a small percentage 
of carbon monoxide. This led to an investigation of the a 
tion of carbon monoxide on nickel. A great deal of carbon 
monoxide was decomposed by a small quantity of nickel. In 
experiments in which carbon monoxide was used, the escaping 
carbon monoxide was lit in order to keep this poisonous gas 
out of the atmosphere. At a point in cooling the flame became 
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luminous and a spot resembling arsenic was deposited on porce 
lain. Observation led to experiment, and every indication be 
ing followed, a liquid, nickel carbonyl, became the factor in a 
unique, and, after many vicissitudes, a flourishing industry. 

This careful observation led to the utilisation of what were 
considered waste products, and which in many instances has 
created many flourishing industries, and cheapened the produc 
tion of others. 

Mr. Tyrer also referred to the research work of Dr. Horace 
Prown (on the scientific aspects of the brewing industry), the 
late Sir Henry Roscoe, of Professor Rutherford (of Manchester ) 
and others. After alluding to the theories of Sir William 


Crookes on the utilization of atmospheric nitrogen he went 0

‘he manufacture of soap, as Lewkowitsch has observed, 
was looked upon too long as a mere art, although its operations 
are governed by the laws of mass action, the “ phase” rule, and 
the modern chemistry of colloids. The difficulty of defining 
the “phase” rule was touched upon by the president, who 
pointed out that it has been applied with results of technolog 
ical importance only to the question of separation of numerous 
salts that occur in the Stassfurt salt deposits. This application 
appeared to be the only one until the other day Lewkowitsch, 
in a Symposium on Soap, at New York, reminded his audience 
of the part Chevreul played jn the science of soap-making, and 
how even his profound generalization on hydrolysis was disre 
garded and even forgotten. 

In conclusion Mr. Tyrer emphasized the necessity for the 
educational grounding in principles without which we are grop- 
ing in the dark and not searching in the light. Incidentally. 
he remarked that a knowledge of mathematics was absolutely 
necessary to any adequate comprehension of foundations of 
technical progress on scientific lines, 


Preliminaries. 

The address was most cordially received, after which, 
thanks being given, the report of the Executive Committee was 
submitted and approved, as well as the financial statement. The 
report showed an increase of 64 in membership during the past 
year, while the statement showed the finances of the conference 
were in a better condition than they have been for some years. 

THE PAPERS. 

The first paper read was one by next year’s president, 
Robert Wright, of Buxton. It was on The Chloroforms of 
Aconite and Belladonna, a subject which he has worked on 
before. It consisted chiefly of details of experience gained from 
experiments made with the formulas of these chloroforms 
which it is proposed to include in a new book of formulas, to 
be ealled the “B. P. C. Codex,” which is being prepared for 
the Pharmaceutical Society, The process he suggests is to 
moisten the drug with a solution of ammonia, and after 24 hours 
percolate with a mixture of absolute alcohol and chloroform. 
The author also discussed the assay of these preparations and 
showed that the process of preparation suggested vields a prod- 
uct much stronger in alkaloid than his own. 

An appropriate paper on 

Oil of Juniper 

was contributed by John C. Umney and C. T. Bennett, of 
London. The B. P. tests for this oil have recently been the 
subject of dispute in a case against a chemist under the Sale 
of Food and Drugs acts, and the matter was referred to the 
Advisory Committee of the General Medical Council engaged 
in the compilation of the British Pharmacopoeia, of which Mr. 
Umney is a member. 

F. C. J. Bird also dealt with the same subject, and con- 
trasted the constituent differences between the English and 
the Hungarian oils, showing that the foreign oil as imported 
did not agree in character with oil as distilled in England with 
Hungarian berries. He urged the revision of B. P. characters 
and tests, especially with regard to specific gravity, which is 
never less than 0.871 for English oil. 

T. E. Wallis, head of the Scientific Department at the Tun- 
bridge Wells Technical Institute, contributed a note on 
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Chromic Anhydride and Its Solution. 

It was a report of work done in the direction of determin- 
ing the valuation of chronie acid acidimetrically. 

The next contribution was by F. WH. Aleock, of Birmingham, 
on the 

Preservation of Laboratory Test Solutions. 

lor the preservation of the British Pharmacopa@ia test so- 
lutions of albumen and starch the author recommends with 
contidence “ benzene,” 7. ¢., mineral naphtha, which costs him 
about 2s. per gallon. Its specific gravity at 60 degrees F. 
is O.ST06, and 25 Ce. of it leaves a residue of 15 mgm., and its 
initial boiling point is 140 degrees F., rising gradu- 
ally to 275 degrees F., when the greater portion passes 
over, although in the tinal stages the temperature rises 
as high as 3500 degrees’ F. The quantity he used 
for the albumen solution (B. P.) was 1 to 2 Ce.. but more or 
less makes very little difference as far as the use in the labora- 
tory is concerned. For 100 Ce. of starch solution 1 Ce. of min- 
eral naphtha is usually quite enough. The albumen solution is 
aspirated through a column of cotton wool or tow to remove 
the insoluble portion. The mode of action of the preservative 
is probably the production of an atmosphere in the containing 
vessel which on the one hand is inimical to or destroys bacterial 
germs, and on the other hand precludes oxidizing action. 

The same author had a paper on Alkali in Drug Ashes, 
in which the principal point was that he found the estimation 
of ash in compound rhubarb pill rather difficult, but he invaria- 
bly got good results by a variation of the Fresenius method. 


A False Colocynth. 

was described by W. A. H. Naylor (last year’s president) and 
kh. J. Chappell. It was a specimen of the fruit of Cucumis tri- 
gonis, Which grows in India, and which resembles colocynth. 
During their examination of pulp (from which colocynthin was 
isolated) the question of hydrolysis of colocynthin arose and 
they also went into that, which proved the most important part 
of the paper, for it proved that colocynthin may be obtained 
in a crystalline state, and that it, on hydrolysis, yields colocyn- 
thein elaterin and sugar. 

This ended the first day’s contributions, On the second day 
a suggestive paper was given by Professor Wild, professor of 
pharmacology at the Manchester University, on 


Artificial Calamines. 

In this Dr. Wild’s object was to insist that the extreme 
variability of the calamines of commerce was a danger in der- 
matological practice. He said he had examined various cal- 
amines in Jotions and ointments and had found arsenic in some 
and barium sulphate in most. Moreover, the question of skin 
color was important and he would standardize calamines both 
as to color and to purity. He had investigated the question of 
normal skin color and by the aid of Lovibond’s tintometer he 
had matched the color of normal skin by using jeweler’s 
rouge, Armenian bole and zine carbonate. He suggests that 


some pharmacist acting on these lines should produce a for 
mula, or formulas, for standard calamines. 


The Immunity to Disease Among Plants 

was discoursed upon extemporaneously by Professor Weiss, 
who showed that plants exhibit different degrees of resistance 
to disease and climatic conditions. This has practical, as well 
as theoretical importance, and if the resistance can he in- 
creased it will be a commercial advantage. 

Another useful contribution was that by Dr. Knecht, of the 
Manchester School of Technology, on the 


Decolorizing Action of Animal Charcoal, 
the conclusions of which were that fixed nitrogen is present in 
animal charcoal and that the decolorizing action is in direct 
ratio to the amount of nitrogen. 
A Manchester pharmacist and a prominent member of the 
local committee, John H. Franklin, read a useful note on a 
new method of preparing

Moisten the cascara sagrada with 15 ounces of distilled 
water and set the mixture aside for six hours, then pack it 
loosely in a percolator and percolate with more distilled water 
until the powder is exhausted; evaporate the percolate to 12 
fluid ounces, cool, add the glycerin, allow to stand, filter, and 
add to the filtrate the strong solution of ammonia. 

If the ammonia is not added the liquid is miscible, but loses 
its brilliancy in half an hour; with the addition of ammonia 
solution, as prescribed, the liquid remains clear, is richer in 
color than the B. P. liquid-extract, is more palatable, does not 
deposit on keeping, and is perfectly miscible with water. It is 
also less costly to prepare than the B. P. preparation, and is 
probably more active. When the glycerin is added to the evap- 
orated percolate it dissolves some of the deposit produced by 
the application of heat during evaporation, and this probably 
accounts for the supposed increased action as a laxative, and 
also for the ease with which the product can be filtered. A 
very considerable increase of the alkali over the quantity rec- 
ommended does not apparently interfere with the activity of the 
drug. The miscible extract makes an excellent aromatic syrup. 


Ferrous Carbonate 


was dealt with by four contributors. A new method for mak- 
ing saccharated carbonate of iron of double B. P. strength in 
iron was described by John H. Franklin. By Mr. Franklin’s 
process sodium carbonate instead of the ammonium salt is used 
and the ferrous carbonate is precipitated in the presence of 
glucose, whereby a preparation testing up to 70 percent. FeCO, 
is obtained. The purpose of Mr, Franklin’s investigation was 
to get a carbonate suitable for making Bland’s pills, capsules 
and tablets of relatively small bulk. His process is as follows:

Distilled water, boiling, a sufficient quantity. 

Dissolve the ferrous sulphate and 4 ounces of the liquid glucose 
in 4 pints of the distilled water, and the sodium carbonate in 2 pints 
of the distilled water; add the former to the latter, stirring con- 
stantly, then add 6 pints of the distilled water, mix, cover, and allow 
the precipitate to settle; separate the supernatant liquid, twice repeat 
the process of washing and separation, using 8 pints of the distilled 
water each time; mix the precipitate with the remaining 4 ounces of 
liquid glucose, evaporate on a steam bath as far as possible, dry 
quickly in a drying-chamber, and reduce to a fine powder. 

He devised a set of formulas for tablets, pills, capsules 
and for Mistura ferri composita. Phillip H. Crewe dealt with 
the subject in three papers. In the first he dealt with the de- 
termination of ferrous carbonate in saccharated ferrous car- 
bonate; in the second he described his process for estimating 
saccharated ferrous carbonate, and in the third he went more 
deeply into the influence of organic matter, such as honey, 
levulose, invert sugar and glycerin, upon the standard bichro- 
mate in titration. 

An improved method for the preparation of 

Miscible Liquid Extract of Cascara 


was also submitted by John H. Franklin, of Manchester. The 
following formula was given:

Moisten the cascara with 15 ounces of distilled water and set the 
mixture aside for six hours, then pack it loosely in a percolator and 
percolate with more distilled water until the powder is exhausted ;

The 
miscible extract makes an excellent aromatic syrup. 
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The Bacteriology of Plasters 
was treated in a lengthy communication by G. Pinchbeck. The 
object of the paper (which was divided into two parts) was 
to ascertain the relative sterility of spread plasters and pro- 
tective dressings as stored in retail pharmacies and to sug- 
gest measures for their better preservation. He first dealt 
With simple adhesive plasters (water soluble and water in- 
soluble), and then with compound adhesive plasters (lead, 
resib or soap basis, and rubber basis). In examining these 
bacteriologically pieces 1 square Ce. were treated in steri- 
lized water for an hour, and portions mixed with nutrient 
eelatin and agar media in tubes, and the mixed dilutions in- 
cubated in Petri dishes and Esmarech roll at 18 to 22 degrees 
C. (gelatin) and 87 degrees C. (agar), the colonies being 
counted at the end of 24 hours and at the period of maximum 
giowth. In the simple adhesive plasters of the water soluble 
type. such as “ arnicated 
court.” 71; “tricolor court,’ 620, and “tricolor” (carried in 
pocket for three months), 1.420. The author detailed the or- 
ganisms found in these plasters and proceeded to show that the 
comparative freedom of the water insoluble type from bac- 
terial contamination. With regard to the compound adhesive 
}lasters (emp. ferri, emp, belladonne, emp. cantharidis), the 
last named had the highest bacterial content, due to spores 
introduced in the powdered flies. The compound plasters with 
rubber basis (capsicum, menthol, belladonna, belladonna and 
aconite, opium, and zine oxide) ; menthol were free of bacteria, 
its ascepticity being attributed to its active ingredient and 
the airtight container. The contamination in opium plaster 
(17) came from the opium itself. The protective tissues (gold 
beaters’ skin and gutta percha) showed that the gold beaters’ 
skin is especially liable to contamination. His conclusions 
were that all plasters, unless sterilized, are septic, and that the 
degree of sterility is diminished by atmospheric pressure. His 
method for rendering plasters aseptic is the avoidance of 
dry heat, and solvents such as chloroform for washing the 


*isinglass,” the figures were 431; 


surface. He recommends: 


The addition of a germicide to the plaster mass is most satis 
factory, especiaily if it is added when the mass is at 35° to 65° C 
and kept at the appropriate temperature for a short time. Volatile 
substances like the adphyl and aryl esters, phenols, essential oils, ete.. 
are very active. Whatever is chosen should not affect the skin and the 
smallest possible quantity should be used. Salicylic acid is unsuitable 
for the first reason, but thymol, chlor-butyl alcohol, iodol, beta-naphtho! 
methyl, ethyl and amygl salicylates are suitable. Thymol 0.4 and 
methyl salicylate 0.6 percent. added to the mass at 65° C. and main 
tained at that for one hour thoroughly sterilizes it. For water-solublk 
plasters 1 percent. of phenol added to the basis just previous to coating 
is best, but it is obvious from the nature and use of these that bacterial 
contamination is unavoidable—e.g., wetting the lips contaminates a 
bit of plaster. A liquid court plaster of the collodion or tranmaticine 
type would be preterable. 

The author next spoke of the advantages of rubber com 
bination plasters, and stated that none of the formulas that 
he has seen are satisfactory. This applies to the U. S. P. as 
well. He submitted the following formule, which he has de- 
vised after many experiments:

Melt the resin, tallow, wool fat and wax together: then add the 
rubber *‘ solution ”’ (prepared by macerating the rubber in five times its 
weight of benzin) previously mixed with oil. After recovery of the 
benzin by distillation the whole is strained through three or four 
thicknesses of gauze, and the lead oleate, previously melted, added. 
The plaster mass is then sterilized with the methyl salicylate and 
thymol as previously described. The plaster is then spread on sterile 
material (shirting cretonne, etc.), observing aseptic precautions.

Sterilize with the methyl] salicylate 
and thymol, as previously directed, and proceed as described in the 
case of adhesive plaster. 


The author spoke finally of discontinuous or fractional ster- 
ilization—i. e.. heating three or four hours daily at 54 to 56 
degrees C., a temperature which limits the choice of fats, but 


the following formula is suitable for the method:

Melt the wax and fat: mix with the rubber solution. Recover 
the benzin. Mix the sifted vine oleate with the glycerin and add to 
the wax fat and rubber Hleat to the proper consistency and spread 
on linen. Dry under asceptic conditions, cut into strips, wrap in 
grease-proof paper, inclose in envelopes and seal, sterilize by the 


fractional method. 

in conclusion the author recommended that the present offi- 
cial plaster formule should be replaced by others founded on a 
rubber basis which can be sterilized. 


The Pungent Principle of Ginger 
was investigated by James Grier and Henry Garnett, but the 
results were somewhat inconclusive. The pungent principle of 
ginger is, however, proved to be phenolic in nature. The prin- 
ciple when isolated was mixed accidentally with a fixed alkali, 
which it was discovered entirely destroyed the pungency. 
This has enabled the authors to provide a test for the admix- 
ture of capsicum with ginger. They mix the sample with-a 
small quantity of caustic alkali, evaporate the alcohol, acidify 
and wash out with ether. 
Infusion of Quassia. 

A number of experiments regarding the keeping properties 
of this infusion were detailed by Ernest Quant, of Torquay. 
Mr. Quant found that the infusion made with cold water kee 
better than that made with boiling water, and the only im- 
provement he could suggest was that after straining, the infu- 
sion should be boiled for a few minutes and allowed to cool. 

A Glasgow pharmacist, J. P. Gilmour, gave a well-written, 
practical disquisition on 


Officinal Testing of Drugs and Chemicals. 

Ile held that the prescriber-cum-dispenser, or the dispenser 
per se must take the responsibility of personally authenticating 
the purity of the materials he handles. Failure to do this has 
often led to disaster, Mr. Gilmour giving of his personal know!l- 
edge cases of preliminary tests, showing results such as tincture 
of aconite being sent for tincture of cimicifuga, quinine sul- 
phate being found mixed with caffeine, potassium iodide 
mixed with potassium bromide, liquid) extract of nux 
vomica sent for liquid extract of cascara, plaster of paris in a 
calcined magnesia bottle and corrosive sublimate put in a bot- 
tle instead of calomel. Many retail chemists are deterred from 
enjoying in the systematic testing of drugs and chemicals be- 
cause they have a mistaken idea that such work lies beyond 
the reach of any one but a professional analytical chemist, and 
because (they think) the labor is too troublesome and_ too 
costly for an ordinary shop. Mr. Gilmour showed that these were 
misconceptions. The test and volumetric solutions can be read- 
ily prepared and kept well, and the following list of apparatus 
serves for an approximately complete and inexpensive outfit : 
Chemical balance and set of gramme weights. microscope (50 
to 300 or 400 diameters), burette and stand, nitrometer, set of 
beakers, stoppered liter flask, set of flasks, evaporating basins, 
test tubes, glass tubing, two separators, copper water bath with 
rings, chemical thermometer (— 20 to 360 degrees C.), specific 
gravity bottle or pynometer, fractionating flask, cubic centi- 
meter measures and pipettes, platinum foil and wire. Extras 
for those who can afford it might include a thermostat, a glass 


or metal aspirator, a range of hydrometers and a polarimeter. 
In any case the initial outlay should not exceed £10, and a few 
shillings per annum will cover breakages. The gains from sys- 
tematic officinal testing are manifold. The dispenser or vendor is 
assured of the identity, purity and activity of his stock; he 
puts in practice the undeveloped technical training he under- 
went for the qualifying examination, and is thus able to give 
his apprentices practical instruction in physical and chemical 
testing, as applied to materia medica; and it raises the status 
of the pharmacist to a professional level. In illustration and to 
enforce his doctrine Mr. Gilmour quoted from his seventeen 
years’ collection of notes, and submitted a table showing the 
drugs and chemicals tested, from which it appeared that 11.08 
percent. of the total number of samples examined failed to sat- 
isfy B. P. requirements. Amoug his notes of recent cases were 
the following: 

tqua_ Destillata—Unless the pharmacist prepares this for 
himself there is great if not insuperable difficulty in procuring 
it pure. In nine cases out of ten the sample has an odor, yields 
a residue which is quite visible, and often exceeds the U. S. P. 
limit of 0.075 gram per 1,000 Ce., and fails to give clean solu- 
tions with soluble silver salts. 

Liquor Calcis.—Most commercial samples give more than 
traces of chlorides. The U. S. P. has no test for these. The 
most satisfactory product is that prepared with calcium hy- 
droxide derived from marble. 

Eart. Casceara Sagrad, Lig—A non-B. P. sample contained 
glycerin. The objection is not to the glycerin but to the at- 
tempt to pass off a glycerinated liquid extract of cascara as 
B. P. The samples examined varied extraordinarily as to the 
percentage of extractive. One sample yielded as much as 380 
per cent., but there were some as low as 18 per cent. The ac- 
tivity of the preparation does not necessarily depend on the 
amount of extractive. 

Lin. Camphora.—The non-B. P. samples detected were sup- 
plied by wholesalers to public institutions. The writer has 
satisfied himself by repeated estimations of lin. camporz stored 
under diversified test conditions, that loses of camphor by 
volatilization at ordinary temperatures is trifling. The most 
essential thing is to put in all the camphor, 

Ferrous Arsenate.—The mode of preparing this needs im- 
provement. Some of the commercial samples give absolutely 
no reaction for ferrous salt. Ferric arsenate is supposed to be 
quite inert according to the theory of administering ferric hy- 
droxide for arsenical poisoning. 

Ferrous Phosphate.—Always much below the B. P.. per- 
centage and a very inconvenient form for dispensing. It might 
be an advantgge to adopt the ferri phosphas solubilis U. S. P. 

Ferrum Redactum.—aAt the time when there were several 
prosecutions on account of the presence of arsenic in this, at- 
tempts were made to procure an arsenie free specimen. <A 
number which were so certified failed to satisfy the Gutzeit 
test. The writer had to wait six weeks for a supply positively 
purged from the pervasive contamination. The next B. P. 
might advantageously specify a reasonable limit for arsenic. 

Hydrargyri Oleas.—A\l commercial samples examined 
showed sodium chloride in considerable amount due to insuffi- 
cient washing of the oleate. The present process is Clumsy and 
the product variable in consistency and stability. Why not re- 
vert to the 1868 process or adopt the U. S. P. modification? 

Liquor Hydrogenii Peroxr.—It seems certain that average 
commercial samples, unless recent, never contain 10 volumes 
11,0,. It would be better to follow the precedent set in the case 
of spt. wth nit. and allow a margin for deterioration. 

Liquor Magnesii Carbonat—Commercial samples average 
seven grains of the official magn. carb. to the ounce and in- 
variably contain sulphate, but as it is difficult to eliminate sul- 
phate the B. P. definition should be altered to read “ nearly 
free from sulphate.” The writer has not found eny deficiency 
in the amount of mag. carb. in samples prepared by himself 
even after prolonged keeping, so that the poorness of commer- 
cial samples must be due to remissness in the process of pro- 
duction or to indifferent storing. 

Ol Olive.—One of the samples which was largely adul- 
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terated with cottonseed oil was said to be of Levantine origin, 
and was offered by a foreigner at a very low price. 

Sodii Salicylas—The B. P. does not require this salt to be 
“physiologically pure,” although by fixing the limits of the 
melting point of Ac. Salicylic it practically insures the absence 
of cresols from the latter, but cresol containing samples of 
sodium salicytate are now of rare occurrence. 

Spt. th. Nit.—Theoretically it might be better if this prep- 
aration were superseded by Liq. .1thyl nitritis, but medical 
practitioners insist that they get better results with the spirit, 
a circumstance which favors the doctrine that its therapeutical 
value is not exclusively due to the ethyl nitrite. 

Sulphur Sublin.—Squire states that commercial sulphur 
sublim. is always more or less acid, and that only washed sul- 
phur fulfils the B. P. requirement as to freedom from acidity. 
The majority of the samples examined were quite neutral, and 
must, therefore, if Squire be correct, have belonged to the 
“washed sulphur” group. 

Terebinthine Oleum.—T. Dunlop and others have not found 
the glacial acetic test unworkable. They cannot get a perfect 
solution of 1:1. In the author's experience this residual inso- 
lubility is a conclusive proof of the impurity of the sample of 
turpentine, but not with the ordinary commercial article which 
is too often supplied for medicinal purposes. 

Medicinal Resinoids 
were dealt with in a short note by David B. Dott, of Edin- 
burgh. Nearly all the resinoids used in medicine contain, he 
said, added inorganic and sometimes organic matter. Gelsemin 
and hydrastin are most free from admixture, although as much 
as 20 percent. of extraneous matter has been reported in = hy- 
drastin. These added matters are not adulterants, but in the 
main justifiable additions, the principle being recognized in the 
official extract of enonymus, which contains one-fourth part of 
calcium phosphate. It is noticeable that a dried extract of 
substances soluble in water and spirit has a tendency to absorb 
moisture, so that the particles of powder gradually cohere and 
form a solid mass. This is worth while avoiding by the ad- 
dition of a simple desiccant. Published results show that there 
is room for improvement in the amount and kind of substances 
to be added. The strength of spirit used for extracting should 
be considered; TO percent. alcohol removes much less useless 
extract than the official 45 percent. Consequently enonymin 
containing 50 percent. of extraneous matter may be as good 
as the B. P. preparation with only 25 percent. Alcohol of 70 
percent. strength is a good general strength of spirit to em- 
ploy, and is suitable for the removal of all the active principles 
involved, whether alkaloidal salts, resins, glucosides or neu- 
tral principles. Although the. extracts vary in hygroscopic 
properties, the official proportion of 25 percent. of desiccant is 
a good one, and might be adopted in every case, except in that 
of hydrastin, which does well enough at 10 percent. Mr. Dott 
has found a mixture of eight parts each of calcium phosphate, 
sugar of milk and dried sodium phosphate with one part of 
Inagnesia to answer very well for forming the dry abstract. 
lor hydrastin he recommended sodium phosphate alone. The 
green extracts are supposed presumably to be made from leaves, 
but he doubted if they are usually so made. There would be 
no object in preferring leaves to other parts of the plant as a 
source of resinoid; they yield more extract than the bark or 
root, but it is more difficult to dry. 
Sulphurated Antimony 

was the subject of a short note by D. Lloyd Howard and 
J. B. P. Harrison, who find that this article is not correctly 
described in the British Pharmacopoeia. They suggest alter: 
ation, as they say the residue after treatment of 8 grammes 

with nitrie acid is not 2 grammes, but 1.75 gramme at the most, 

while the official tests allow of as much as 30 percent of anhy- 

drous solution to be present, because its existence had not been 

thought of. The compound is not readily soluble in soda solu- 

tion. 

Ext. Fuci Vesiculosi Liq. 

This unoflicial preparation is employed still for obesity, its 
virtue being believed to be due to the iodine it contains. A 
sample was recently returned to F. C. J. Bird with the com- 

plaint that it contained no iodine, and on testing in the ordi- 
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hary way this seemed to be so. But Mr. Bird found evidence 
of iodine when the liquid was evaporated to dryness and then 
carbonized at as low a temperature as possible. The residue 
was treated with boiling water, filtered, acified strongly with 
acetic acid, and a few drops of hydrogen peroxide solution add- 
ed. The iodine was liberated after standing, and chloroform 
added dissolved the iodine to a rose-voilet solution, which 
readily gave the starch reaction. 


False Calumba Root. 

Samuel Taylor, of Derby, sent a short but interesting note 
on the result of his examination of a sample of sliced root, 
which had been found mixed with columba root. It had not 
the characteristic bitter taste of columba, and although in gen- 
eral appearance it resembled poor qualities of Columba it was 
brownish red in color, this appearance pervading all parts of 
the root, especially the central parenchyma. ‘This distinguishe.! 
it from calumba, and under the lens minute crystals were ob 
served. The cork was thick and of a dark gray color, while 
the central depression of the slices was not so marked as in 
columba, and under the lens the slices are more densely and 
inarkedly radiate. ‘The general microscopical characters of these 
were closely akin to those of columba; starch was very plenti- 
ful and the grains about the same size, but the hilum of the grains 
was different. Crystals of calcium oxalate existed in the form 
of acicular raphides and as rosettes. A brownish red coloring 
matter was extremely plentiful throughout the root. It gave 
a deep red with solution of potash, and black with solution of 
ferric chloride. The presence of sphoeraphides and circular 
raphides and the absence of isolated crystals found in the 
large stone cells of calumba, together with the presence of red 
coloring matter and the absence of yellow coloring matter, 
were sufficient to distinguish the false root from the true. A 
tincture prepared with 60 percent. alcohol was of a bright red 
color, gave a brownish red precipitate, and yielded 2.03 percent. 
of extractives. No alkaloid could be detected. 

Three communications on Brucea Antidysenterica were con 
tributed from the Wellcome Chemical Research Laboratories 
by Drs. Power and Salway, and by Walter Thomas. An ab- 
stract of a very useful paper, “ Pharmacy Notes from Various 
Parts of the World,” was read by Dr. W. Harrison Martindale. 
It showed a tremendous amount of labor, for it included notes 
on new remedies in different countries, peculiar local demands, 
nuiny valuable formulas, glossaries of words used in prescrip- 
tions in various languages and a series of labels employed in 
cosmopolitan pharmacies, 


Discussions. 


The discussions on the various papers were relevant and 
in some cases informative. Most interest appeared to be taken 
in the communications on “ Juniper Oil,” on * Artificial Cala 
mines,” on Mr. Franklin’s paper on “ Ferrous Carbonate” and 
Ginger ” paper, but no new points of any great impor-

tance were forthcoming. 
Next Year. 

The conference is to meet next year at Aberdeen, and the 
new president is Robert Wright, of Buxton.

Bitterless Quinine.—M. S.—A friend reminds us that it is 
perhaps a method for making quinine without its bitter taste 
that is wanted by M. S.. whose query was answered in the 
AMERICAN Dreuccisy for July 22 by the publication of methods 
for the manufacture of quinine tannate. Our friend suggests 
that an alkaloidal preparation of quinine may be the one de- 
sired, and he is good enough to furnish the following details 
of a process of preparing quinine alkaloid so as to mask its 
bitter taste. Ile writes: “ Quinine alkaloid is crystallized 
from alcohol, the crystals are sifted after drying to obtain an 
intermediate size of crystals, between 16 and 24 mesh: the 
finer and the coarser crystals which separate are again crystal- 
lized with a new portion of alkaloid. 

“The crystals separated between the 16 and 24 mesh are 
now treated with a thin coating of rosin (colophony, pure and 
free from odor). This is accomplished by melting the rosin in 
a receptacle which rotates like a pill coater and is jacketed, so 
that it may be heated in order to keep the contents warm and 
distribute the rosin thin and evenly over the surface of the 
granules of quinine. 

“The quinine alkaloid in coarse particles is less bitter on 
account of its slower solubility, its absorption being further re- 
tarded by the rosin, which does not dissolve until it reaches 
the alkaline secretion of the intestines, whence the quinine is 
slowly absorbed.” 

A similar process for coating the particles of quinine with 
rosin is protected by United States patent, we think, and if 
might be well to investigate how far the process described above 
approaches the patented process, so as to avoid the danger of 
an action for infringement of patent. 

Tasteless Fluidextract of Cascara Sagrada.—?P.—Addi- 
tional information concerning the manufacture of tasteless 
fluidextract of cascara sagrada is contained in a paper read be- 
fore the British Pharmaceutical Conference at the annual meet- 
ing held in Manchester last month and reported by our London 
correspondent. The author uses ammonia, which makes the 
extract miscible with water. The extract as prepared by the 
formula in question is well adapted for the preparation of an 
aromatic syrup or elixir of cascara, and it should be referred 
to in connection with the answer given in our issue of July §, 
page 11. . 

According to a correspondent who is entitled to speak with 
authority on this subject there are just two satisfactory ways 
of preparing an aromatic (bitterless) extract of cascara. One 
is the direct method, a type of which is the Fluidextractum 
Rhamni Purshianwe Aromaticum, N. F.; the other is the Fluid- 
extractum Rhamni Purshianse Aromaticum, U. 8. P., more tedi- 
ous to make, but good. Our correspondent adds: “ At different 
times caustic potash, ammonia, soda, ete., have been suggested, 
but none of these will do the work any better than magnesia 
or lime, and in other ways they are more objectionable. I 
have tried a nuniber of processes, but the foregoing have been 
found most satisfactory; the N. F. formula is easier to manipu- 
late and turns out a cheaper product than that of the U. S. P. 

“The nub of a bitterless extract is sufficiently long contact 
with the alkali, and none are really bitterless when freshly 
prepared, but become so on standing. This is a fact to be borne 
in mind, for any formula that I have tried will disappoint if 
judged by its immediate results.” 

Soda Water and Phosphates.—G. W. Y. writes: “I saw 
recently in the ‘health department’ of a prominent journal a 
statement that ‘the soda water habit is a bad one. If you must 
drink anything of this character, drink phosphates.’ Will you 
kindly tell me through the Query department of the AMERICAN 
DruGcGIst what the so-called phosphates are and how they are 
prepared? Can phosphoric acid or acid calcium phosphate be 
employed in acidulating soft drinks or home made drinks with- 
out danger to health?” 

The “health departments ” of newspapers are usually traps 
for the unwary and lead to the circulation of much mis- 


information which is sometimes of a dangerous character, but 
in this instance there is not much fault to be found with the 
item. All are not likely to agree with the statement that the 
soda water habit is a bad one and that the use of phosphates 
is more conducive to health. It all depends on the individual. 
The “phosphates” of the soda fountain consist usually of a 
10 percent. solution of phosphoric acid in water. Many people 
assert that they derive much benefit from the use of a beverage 
made by adding from 15 to 30 drops of diluted phosphoric acid 
to a glassful of water. We have yet to hear of any harmful 
effects following its use. 

State Boards that Require College Diplomas.—A. W. A. 
asks us to name the States that require a diploma from a col- 
lege of pharmacy as a prerequisite for examination for registra- 
tion asa pharmacist. He also asks us to give the dates of ex- 
amination of the States boards of the District of Columbia. 
Georgia and Maryland. 

The only States requiring evidence of graduation from a 
school or college of pharmacy prior to granting a diploma are 
New York and Pennsylvania. 

The pharmaceutical examiners of the District of Columbia 
hold meetings for the examination of candidates on the second 
Thursdays in January, April, July and October ‘of each year. 
The secretary of the board is S. L. Hilton, Washington. The 
Georgia Board of Pharmacy is required by law to meet at least 
twice a year, and at such other times as may be necessary. 
Particulars can be obtained of the secretary, C. D. Jordan, 
Monticello. The next meeting of the Maryland Board of Phar- 
macy will be held at Baltimore October 3. Ephraim Bacon, Ro- 
land Park, is secretary. 

The Sale of Coca Cola and Vin Mariani in New York.— 
W. C. asks if there is any restriction on the sale of coca cola 
and Vin Mariani in New York under the ruling of the Health 
Department. 

We think it has been determined that neither of the two 
preparations named contains cocaine or any derivative of this 
alkaloid, and we have not heard of any prosecutions for the 
sale of these articles. Inquiry of the Department of Health 
of New York City brings the information, however, that coca 
cola and Vin Mariani are both regarded as cocaine ‘prepara- 
tions, subject to the restrictions governing the dispensing of 
such under the ordinance of the Health Department forbidding 
their sale except on the prescription of a licensed physician. 

Ginger Pop.- -?. S.—Ginger pop is another name for ginger 
beer and this is best made in the old-fashioned way, as follows: 
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Put the sugar and honey in a large earthenware pan of suf- 
ficient capacity and work in the lemons, which have been pre- 
viously sliced, the ginger and cream of tartar; then slowly add, 
while thoroughly stirring with a wooden spoon or spatula, five 
gallons of boiling water. Beat up the eggs to a froth and add 
to the hot mixture; when cold add the yeast, let work for two 
or three days in a moderately warm place and then bottle. 


Tan and Freckle Remover.—L. McF.—The following solu- 
tion, applied cautiously to the freckles with a tuft of absorbent 
cotton, will remove the offending spots. The application should 
be made after the face and arms have been washed and all 
traces of soap removed: 

Corrosive chloride of mercury....... ent WA 
Diluted hydrochloric acid.................3i 
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Preston’s Sugar of Lemon.—L. W. M. writes: “Can you 
supply me with information as to how to put up a preparation 
similar to the old-time article called Preston’s Sugar of Lemon? 
The article was put up in a tin can, filled with the sugar, and a 
small bottle of liquid accompanied it. The lemonade was made 
by adding a teaspoonful or two of the sugar and a few drops 
from the small bottle to a glassful of water.” 

While we have a fairly distinct recollection of the prepara- 
tion named by our querist, our memory fails us as regards the 
composition of either the powder or the liquid. The composi- 
tion of most of the so-called lemon sugars is simple, and the 
sugars bear a general resemblance to each other. The follow- 
ing is a typical formula: 
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Powder the acid and mix thoroughly with the sugar; rub 
the essence of lemon first with a small quantity of the mixture 
and then with the remainder gradually added. Instead of the 
citric acid tartaric acid may be used in the same proportion. 
A tablespoonful of the mixture dissolved in a glassful of water 
furnishes an agreeable lemonade. 

Codliver Oil and Iron Benzoate.—The Dutch VPharma- 
copeeia contains a formula for the combination of codliver oil 
with iron benzoate. The preparation of this combination con- 
sists in obtaining the iron benzoate by the action of ferric 
chloride on sodium benzoate. This is then washed and dis- 
solved in the required amount of codliver oil. Bosman (Jour. 
de pharm. d’Anvers) states that prepared in this way the solu- 
tion is not perfectly clear and that the iron salt tends to pre 
cipitate. Ile suggests the following method as being more satis- 
factory: Dissolve in a flask 12 parts of sodium benzoate in GO 
parts of water. Add to this 4.2 parts of ferric chloride dis 
solved in 50 parts of alcohol at 90 degrees and 12.5 parts of 
carbon tetrachloride. The mixture is then sealed with parch 
Inent paper and heated a few minutes until it separates into 
two perfectly clear layers. After cooling, the top layer is de 
canted, 1,000 parts of the codliver oil is added and the whole is 
heated, not exceeding a temperature of 100 degrees, until 2 
homogeneous, limpid solution is obtained. Prepared in this 
imanner there results a perfectly clear ferruginous oil, with no 
tendency to sediment formation. (Through Bulletin Cominer 
cial, March, 1907.) 


The Effect of Morphine on the Motor Function of the 
Gastro Intestinal Tract has been described and explained in 
many different ways. The constipating effect usually seen is 
senerally attributed to the direct action of the drug on the 
small intestine, although Nothnagel claims that this effect 
is brought about by the influence on a nerve center in the spinal 
cord, the inhibitory impulses being carried to the gut over the 
sympathetic system. Magnus, in a recent series of ingenious 
experiments (Muench, Med. Wochenschr., July 15, 1907) has 
shown that the principal effect of this drug on the alimentary 
cunal is exerted on the stomach. It causes a spasmodic con- 
traction of the sphincter muscle about the antrum of the 
pylorus, thus effectively blockading the food in the stomach for 
4 number of hours. The movement of the small intestine itself 
s rather increased than hindered by moderate doses, although 
large doses wili effectually paralyze it. Magnus seems to have 
completely refuted Nothnagel’s theory by an experiment in 
which he excised the sympathetic nerves in the abdomens of 
cats and was still able to demonstrate the effect of morphine 
aus completely as before the nerves had been excised. So far as 
the large intestine is concerned, Magnus could find but little 
effect of the drug on the duplex action of this organ. These 
experiments were carried out on cats, dogs and rabbits, and 
have not been verified on the human subject.

Book Reviews. 


A Texv-Book of Borany AND PHARMACOGNOSY. Intended for tl 1 
students of pharmacy, as a reference book for pharmacists, and 
is a hand-book for food and drug analysts. By Henry. Kraemer, 


Ph.b., Ph.D., professor of botany and pharmacognosy, and di- 
rector of the microscopical laberatory of the Philadelphia College 


of Pharmacy, etc. With 821 plates, comprising upward of 1.500 
figures. Second revised and enlarged edition. Philadelphia 
b. Lippineott Company, 1907. Vp. vi-840. (Price, $5.) 


This book is intended for the use of students of pharmacy, 
as a handbook for food and drug analysis and as a work of 
reference, It appears as a second edition of a former work of 
Professor Kraemer’s, published in 1902, even though that had a 
slightly different title, and the subject matter has been so 
changed and extended that it might well be issued as an inde- 
pendent work. The first edition was a small octavo book of 
less than 400 pages, with 17 plates inserted at the close of the 
text, and with practically no discussion of botanical theory. 
The present volume is a larger octavo of over SOO pages, with 
ev21 figures dispersed through the text, and over one-fourth of 
the discussion is devoted to pure botany. 

The first three chapters deal respectively with the great 
groups of plants (three being recognized—i. e., Thallophytes, 
Archegoniates and Spermophytes), the outer morphology of 
Angiospermnie and the inner morphology of higher plants. The 
selection of the material presented in this portion of the work 
has been made with care, and we believe that it establishes a 
standard decidedly in advance of the work that is generally 
heing pursued in the colleges of pharmacy. 

Chapter IV, dealing with the classification of angiosperms 
vielding drugs, and chapter V, on the cultivation of medicinal 
plants, are entirely new and of very general interest. In the 
classification of angiosperms the author gives a concise descri}) 
tion of the plants yielding drugs and other useful products, as 
well as the nonoflicial drugs derived from them. This portion 
of the work will be of service to the botanist and pharmacist 
alike. The orders and families of the Angiospermie are brietly 
characterized in the sequence of Engler and Prantl, and the 
various medicinal plants are discussed under their respective 
families. In many cases no attempt apparently has been made 
to distinguish between the various orders and families. and 
probably this is the only practical course where the main con 
sideration is the character of the plant rather than the diag 
nostic features of the groups, which are, in many cases, at pres 
ent poorly understood. Much interesting information is pre 
sented in the discussion of the cultivation of medicinal plants, 
attention being called to the growing searcity of many of the 
officinal plants and to the opportunity for the profitable cultiva 
tion as well as to the improvement of the drug products by cul- 
tural conditions. Approximately 190 species are now cultivated 
in the United States, while 17S species are growing wild. and 
in addition to this number probably 50 or 75 species from 
Kurope and other countries might be profitably cultivated. 

Part I1.—Pharmacognosy—dealing with crude drugs and 
powdered drugs and foods, consists of extended and greatly 
improved presentations of the same subjects as in the older 
edition. The attention attracted to this part of the work, and 
especially the elaboration of keys for the identification of the 
crude and powdered drugs, has already been noticed in the 
AMmrRICAN Drucorst. It need only be added that the treit- 
ment has been greatly improved by the addition of numerous 
illustrations, and in the chapter on drugs and foods drawings 
nnd deseriptions of the histological elements and contents of 
over 200 foods, spices and drugs are given. 

The work closes with a chapter on the various Classes of 
reagents and on the technique involved in sectioning and mount 
ing of specimens.

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NEW YORK’S NEW LAWS PERTAINING TO PHARMACY 


Information for Pharmacists. 


The New York German Apothecaries’ Society has issued to 
inembers the following abstract of recently enacted laws per 
taining to pharmacy in New York. The matter is printed on 
heavy pink colored cardboard so that the card may be hung 
where it will be available for ready reference. 

I All medicines, drugs and foods must be properly labeled 
and dispensed as ordered or prescribed, no larger or less quan 
tity must be given, and one drug must not be substituted for 
nnother 

Pharmacists have the right to sell a similar article to that 
demanded when purchaser gives his consent to same. Viola 
tion of this act is a misdemeanor. Third violation misdemeanor, 
and rights of pharmacist revoked from person convicted. 

I11.—The retail sale of cocaine, alpha or beta cocaine is en 
tirely prohibited, except on aritten prescription of registered 
physician, which cannot be repeated nor copy given. 

Violators of this provision are guilty of felony, punishable 
by imprisonment of not more than 1 year, or fine not mors 
than $1,000, or both. 

111.—All mixtures and U. S. P. and N. F. preparations con 
taining alcohol, chloroform, morphine, opium, cocaine, heroin, 
cannabis indica, chloral hydrate or acetanilide or any derivative 
or preparation of any such substances contained therein must 
bear statement on the label of the quantity of the above arti- 
cles contained therein—viz.: percentage of alcohol; grains to 
vance of other preparations. 

1V.—All preparations containing more than 2 grains opium 
to the ounce, such as cholera mixtures, Dover's powder, tablets 
and Jozenges must be labelled poison and sales registered in 
poison book. 

V.—Registered bottles, such as beer bottles, milk bottles, 
etc., must not be refilled with any medicines, drugs, foods or 
condiment. 

VI.—Labels for wood alcohol should be printed in red ink 
und marked poison. 

VII.—Boys or girls under 16 years of age must have work 
ing papers issued by Board of Health and cannot be employed 
after 7 o’clock p. m. 

VIII.—The practice of medicine is delined as follows: A per- 
son practices medicine within the meaning of the law who holds 
himself out as being able to diagnose, treat, operate or pre- 
scribe for any human disease, pain, injury, deformity or phys- 
ical condition, and who shall either offer or undertake, by any 
means or method, to diagnose, treat, operate or prescribe for 
any human disease, pain, injury, deformity or physical condi- 
tion. 

The Kings County Pharmaceutical Association has in prep 
aration a similar summary of recent enactments pertaining to 


pharmacy. 


Hitsch Again in the Toils. 


Charles Hitsch, the retail druggist of 1 Mott street, who 
was among the first of the local pharmacists to be prosecuted 
by the New York Department of Health under the provisions 
of its ordinance prohibiting the sale of cocaine except upon the 
written prescription of a physician, veterinary surgeon or den- 
tist, was arrested again last week on a charge preferred by an 
inspector of the department, who asserted that the druggist or 
one of his clerks had again sold cocaine without a prescription. 

When Hitsch was arrested last May on the charge of per- 
mitting his clerk to sell the drug. he pleaded that the clerk 
had acted without his knowledge. When his case was heard in 
Special Sessions, however, he was fined $250. He is now await- 
ing trial on this second charge, and if convicted will probably 
receive a more severe penalty. The Eastern branch of the 
Board of Pharmacy will also consider his case at the mid- 
summer meeting of that body this afternoon. 


Scrutinizing Liquor Sales Register in New 
Hampshire. 

In New Hampshire the special agents of the State License 
Commission are investigating the liquor sales made by drug- 
gists in no-license towns and cities. These agents are examin- 
ing the certificate books which all stores are required to keep 
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and which it is necessary for a purchaser to sign, as drug 
stores are only permitted to sell liquor for ‘“ mechanical, me- 
dicinal and sacramental parposes.” Where these agents find the 
name of any person appearing too frequently the dealers are 
notified that future sales to these parties without a physician’s 
prescription is liable to result in taking away of the license 
and the forfeiture of the bonds, which under the law must be 
double the amount of the license fee paid. 


Obituary. 


WILLIAM P. UNGERER. 


William DV. Ungerer, founder of the essential oil and per- 
fumery supply house of Ungerer & Co., New York, died on Au- 
gust 4 at his home in Mount Vernon, N. Y., at the age of 
seventy-four years. ‘The deceased was the dean of American 
perfumers and one of the most thorough and scientific of the 
perfume manufacturers. Ile gained an early insight into the 
collection and distillation of perfume flowers early in life in 
the South of France, where he went after studying pharmacy 
in the Pharmacie Centrale, of Paris. In the South of France 
he quickly developed original ideas in the manufacture of per- 
fumery, and so important were his discoveries and new proc- 
esses that he was offered a position with the firm of Pinaud, in 
Varis. On the death of Ed. Pinaud he became chief perfumer 
to the establishment. Later he was private perfumer to the 
IXmperor of Austria. 

Mr. Ungerer came to this country on a visit in 1865, intend- 
ing to return to Europe, but he stayed over in Rochester and 
founded the firm of N. D. Vosburgh & Co. (Star Chemical 
Works), manufacturers of perfumes, soaps and toilet articles. 
Ile later entered the employ of Colgate & Co., as chief perfumer, 
and from the time of his connection with that firm its per- 
fumery business grew by leaps and bounds. He remained with 
Colgate & Co., for twenty-one years, or until 1892, when he 
became connected with the firm of Roure Bertrand Fils, of 
Grasse, France, serving as American representative. In 1895 
he formed a company with his son William G., and the busi- 
ness is still conducted under the firm name of Ungerer & Co. 

Mr. Ungerer was a man of most genial disposition, and had 
a wide circle of friends in the essential oils and perfumery 
trade by whom his loss will be sincerely felt. He is survived 
by a widow, two sons and three daughters. His sons, William 
G. Ungerer and F. H. Ungerer, are associated in the manage- 
inent of the business of Ungerer & Co. The daughters are Mrs. 
Arthur Stallman, Mrs. Charles Worth and Mrs. W. F. Me- 
Donald.

Charles Frederick Bartlett, for many years head of the 
firm of Bartlett & Liell, druggists, at Fifth avenue and Forty- 
sixth street, died of a stroke of paralysis on Wednesday morn- 
ing, July 17, at lis home, 57 West Seventy-first street.

Only a Pretense of Cut Rates—3oda Trade Good—Professional 
Baseball League Keeps Busy— Lengthening the C ourse at Buffalo. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Buffalo, August 7.—The Buffalo drug trade is tranquil, for 
the downtown stores are content for the most part with a show- 
ing of cutting prices which does not alarm or offend the out- 
lying members of the trade, though they are somewhat envious 
sometimes, If they only had a way of shouting into the ears 
of their possible public that they are the whole thing and are 
the consumer's only friend, because they sell everything at a 
cut price, there might be more doing with them. They would 
feel more eager at least, and they could cut the prices just 
where the druggists as a whole are cutting them and make the 
desired impression at the same time. 


Soda Water in Demand. 

Some of the retailers are complaining of poor business—out- 
side of soda water—but as a rule they say it is as good as it 
usually is in midsummer. Trade of the unstudied sort goes 
more in streaks at this time of the year than it is likely to in 
winter, for the people are off in a bunch, often week day as 
well as Sunday, and when they come home, mostly after 9 p.m., 
they buy on the way home or soon after returning just what 
they need for the moment. The druggist off the main streets 
gets some of this trade in the morning up to 10 o'clock or so, 
and then he waits till after dark for the rest. Ile often does 
pretty well at that. 

Professional League at Work. 

The only really interesting bit of occurrence in Buffalo drug 
circles is still in the ball games, and that is in spite of the fact 
that the druggists are now third in the list. though they now 
Claim that they have a new “dark horse” battery on the string, 
and when they spring it the dentists and doctors will go down 
like grass before the mower. There are a few more profes- 
sionals trying to get into the local league, but the season is so 
far advanced that it may not happen till next season. If this 
sort of enthusiasm goes on very long there will be professional 
people—but not professional players—going about playing 
match games from town to town, and they will maintain that 
if they had kept the exercise up and flanked it with bowling in 
winter they would have been healthier and longer lived than 
they are now. 

Pure Food and Drugs Law. 

There is some uneasiness here and there over the change 
of the slip circular for the continuous one on the first of Octo- 
ber, wholesalers as well as others being affected by it. The 
nice feature of it all is, though, that the first step was appa- 
rently taken with less friction and at less expense than was 
feared, so that the full conformity to the law will be reached 
easily. 

Prospects Bright at the University. 

The authorities of the Buffalo College of Pharmacy are 
already looking over the prospects of next year’s class and 
are feeling much encouraged over the amount of inquiry that is 
already coming in, as it practically insures a large entering 
class. The lengthening of the course from 750 to 1,000 hours 
instruction between October 24 and May 29 means an ampli- 
fying of all the studies formerly included, without taking up 
any more, and it very much dignifies the work of the college 
in every way. Pharmacy college work, as was remarked the 
other day by a member of the Buffalo College faculty, is on the 
uplift. Ife added that he did not thing the prerequisite require- 
ment or the stiffening of the course would reduce the number 
of students, while it meant vastly more than was possible in the 
old two-vear course, with no preparation required. Buffalo las 
three members of th National Syllabus Committee, Dr. W. G. 
Gregory and Dr. Ernest Wende, of the Pharmacy College, and 
S. IL. Grove, of the State Board, other members of the faculty 
giving unofficial aid to the movement made in this way to bring 
the pharmacy colleges and the State Board into the closest 


possible relationship.

The Texas Pharmacy Law Construed. 


The Attorney-General of the State of Texas has made pub- 
lie his construction of the general pharmacy law of the State 
Which became effective July 12, 1907; though the board pro- 
vided for has not yet been appointed by the Governor, who 
must, under the act, make his appointments by September 1. 
The main features of the law follow: 

Provision is made for licensed pharmacists and for licensed 
assistant pharmacists. Licensed assistants are not permitted 
to dispense save under the supervision of pharmacists. A 1i- 
censed physician may dispense his own prescriptions, but no 
other. Four classes of licentiates are provided for: (1) DPer- 
sons already licensed by the district boards; (2) proprietors 
and employees in towns of Jess than 1,000 population; 
(3) those hereafter desiring to become licensed pharmacists, 
und (4), those desiring to become licensed assistants. The 
first class are required to register under the new board, pay- 
ing a registration fee of $1 within 90 days of the first meeting 
of the board. The second class are exempt from examination 
so long as they confine their practice to towns of 1,000 inhab 
itants. They must register, paying a fee of $1. The third class 
must be not less than 21 years of age, have been registered 
as licensed pharmacists for not less than two years, and must 
be graduates of pharmacy or have had four years of experi- 
ence and must pass a satisfactory examination. This class 
must pay a fee of $5. The fourth class, licensed assistants, 
must be not less than 18 years of age, have at least two years’ 
experience, and pass a satisfactory examination, paying a fee 
of $2. Licenses are good for two years from date of issue. Li- 
censes may be issued without examination to licensees of other 
States whose requirements are satisfactory to the Texas Board. 
The name of the responsible manager must be displayed out- 
side of every place of business, and the certificates of registra- 
tion displayed inside. The board is to consist of five members, 
all of whom must be actively engaged in the practice of phar- 
macy, and shall have been engaged for the past five years. 


«oJ. J. Vetter ’’ Rents Brooklyn Store, but Does 
Not Wait for Results. 

Another apparent attempt to mask under the name of a re- 
putable and well-known druggist has just been revealed in 
Brooklyn. This time a man, who said his name was J. J. 
Vetter and who had purchased stationery and letter heads with 
the caption “J. J. Vetter, Drugs,” paid a deposit to secure the 
rental of a small store at 262 Carlton avenue, Brooklyn. This 
Mr. Vetter said he would occupy the store about July 5, but he 
has never been seen in the shop since he paid the deposit. 

A few days after he had completed negotiations for the 
rental of the store an avalanche of letters appeared bearing 
the names of prominent Western proprietary concerns. The 


mysterious Mr. Vetter, however, never appeared to claim them. 
J. J. Vetter, a prominent Brooklyn druggist, whose store is 
located at 98 Court street, says he has never seen the mysteri- 
ous “J. J. Vetter” who rented the store in Carlton avenue, but 
has received numerous letters from proprietary companies in 
the West with which the Mr. Vetter of Carlton avenue appa- 
rently had been negotiating when he decided to leave town. 


An Anti-Narcotic Law for Georgia. 

We give below the text of the Anti-Narcotie law, which was 
favorably reported recently in the Georgia Legislature, and 
which will undoubtedly become a law, if it has not already been 
passed : 


Section 1. That it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corpora- 
tion to sell, furnish or give away any cocaine, alpha or beta eucaine, 
opium, morphine, heroin, chloral, hydrate or any salt or compound 
ot any of the foregoing substances, or any preparation or compound 
containing any of the foregoing substances, or their salts or compounds, 
except upon the original written order or prescription of a lawfully 
authorized practitioner of medicine, dentistry or veterinary medicine, 
which order or prescription shall be dated and shall contain the name 
of the person for whoin prescribed, or if ordered by a practitioner of 
veterinary medicine shall state the kind of animal for which ordered, 
and shall be signed by the person giving the prescription or order 
Such written order or prescription shall be permanently retained or 
filed by the person, firm or corporation who shall compound or dispense 
the articles ordered or prescribed, and it shall not be again compounded 
or dispensed, except upon the written order of the original preseriber 
for each and every subsequent compounding or dispensing No copy 
or duplicate of such written order or prescription shall be made or 
delivered to any person, but the original shall at all times be open to 
inspection by the prescriber and properly authorized officers of the 
law. 








Provided, however, that the above provisions shall not apply to 
preparations containing not more than 2 grains of opium or not more 
than \4 grain of morphine, or not more than 14 grain of heroin, or not 
more than 1¢ grain of cocaine, or not more than '4 grain of alpha or 
beta eucaine, or not more than 10 grains of chloral hydrate, in 1 fluid 
ounce, or if a solid preparation, in 1 avoirdupois ounce. Provided, also, 
that the above provisions shall not apply to preparations containing 
opium and recommended and sold in good faith for diarrhea and 
cholera, each bottle or package of which is accompanied by specific 
directions for use, and a eaution against | itual use, nor to powder 
of ipecae and opium, commonly Known as Dover's Powder, nor to lini 
ments or ointments when plainly labeled, “ For external use only.” 
And provided further, that the above provision shall not apply to 
sales at wholesale by jobbers, wholesalers and manufacturers to retail 
druggists or qualified physicians. or to each other, nor to sales at 
retail by retail druggists to regular practitioners of medicine, dentistry 
or veterinary medicine, nor to sales made to manufacturers of pro 
prietary or pharmaceutical preparations for use in the manufacture 








of such preparations, nor to sales to hospitals, colleges, scientific 
or public institutions 
Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for any practitioner of medicine, 


dentistry or veterinary medicine to furnish to or to prescribe for the 
use of any habitual user of the same any cocaine, heroin, alpha. ot 
beta eucaine, opium, morphine, chloral hydyate or any salt) or com 
pound of any of the foregoing substances, or any preparations con 
taining any of the foregoing substances or their salts or compounds 
And it shall also be unlawful for any practitioner of dentistry to pre 
scribe any of the foregoing substances for any person not under his 
treatment in the regular practice of his profession, or for any prae 
titioner of veterinary medicine to prescribe any of the foregoing sub 
stances for the use of any human being. 

Provided, however, that the provisions of this section shall not be 
construed to prevent any lawfully authorized practitioner of medicine 
from furnishing or prescribing in good faith for the use of any habitual 
user of narcotic drugs who is under his professional care such sub 
stances as he may deem necessary for their treatment, when such pre 
scriptions are not given or substances furnished for the purpose of 
evading the provisions of this act. 

See. 3. Any person who shall violate the provisions of this act 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be 
punished as prescribed in Section 1039 of Volume IIL of the Code of 

89D. ° 

It shall be the duty under this act of all judges of the Superior 
Courts in this State, at every regular term thereof, to charge all 
regular impaneled grand juries to diligently inquire into and investi 
gate all cases of the violation of the provisions of this act and to 
make a true presentment of all persons guilty of such violations. It 
shall be the duty of the Board of Pharmacy to cause the prosecution 
of all persons violating the provisions of this act. No prosecution 
shall be brought for the sale of any patent or proprietary medicine 
containing any of the drugs or preparations hereinbefore mentioned 
until the Board of Pharmacy shall certify that such medicine contains 
any of the said drugs or preparations in excess of the maximum 
percentages hereinbefore mentioned 

Sec. 4. In any proceedings under the provisions of this act the 
charge may be brought against any or all of the members of a partner 
ship or against the directors or executive officers of a corporation, or 
against the agent of any person, partnership or corporation, 

Sec. 5. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 

A bill has also been introduced in the Georgia Legislature 
providing for the office of State Food Inspector, with a salary 


of $2,000 a year.

Not Cast Down by Indianapolis Decision—Much Enthusiasm Among 
P. A. R. D. Members -Women’s Organization Does Good Work.

Philadelphia, July 81.—The Philadelphia Association of Re 
tail Druggists is in no way cast down by the recent decision of 
the Supreme Court. In fact there is more harmony in its ranks 
than ever. The members realize that this is an epoch in the 
history of the association and every one must put his shoulder 
to the wheel. Ever since the return from Chicago of President 
Rehfuss and Mr. Potts there has been much missionary work 
done and the result has exceeded the most sanguine expecta- 
tions of the officers of the association.

Such 
a thing will not be entertained in this city. There is already 
in operation here the Philadelphia Wholesale Drug Co., Lim- 
ited, which is conducted by retail druggists. All who own stock 
in this company are members of the P. A. R. D. and they fully 
believe that the retail druggists could not be better served 
than they are by the Wholesale Drug Company. Besides this 
another proposition, the outcome of the Chicago meeting, was 
presented, which met a similar fate. That is that the local 
association should make arrangements to manufacture goods, 
including proprietary articles. This suggestion was set aside 
nnd it is said that the P. A. R. DD. will neither start a buying 
club nor enter into any scheme for the manufacture of drucs. 

The meeting was most harmonious and the members pledsed 
their support to the oflicers. So far there has not been one 
Withdrawal; instead there has been an increase in membership.

As a member of the association said: “ We are here to stay.

BALTIMOREANS ON THE BAY. 


Joint Outing of College anid Association—Killed by Electricity.

Baltimore, August 8.—A joint summer outing of the Maryland 
College of Pharmacy and the Baltimore branch of the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Association was held at Bay Shore Park, 
a new and attractive resort at the point where the Patapsco 
River empties into the Chesapeake Bay, on Friday, July 1%. 
It was a most enjoyable occasion and was well attended, the 
ladies being in a majority. All the diversions in the park were 
“taken in,’ and an excellent supper was served in the upper 
hall of the Casino. Music was furnished by an orchestra, and 
dancing was one of the features of the entertainment. 

After-dinner the semi-annual meeting of the College Associa- 
tion took place. Vresident John F. Hancock, who is also presi- 
dent of the local branch of the A. Ph. A., occupied the chair. 
The report of the treasurer, Samuel Mansfield, who has acted 
in this capacity for 25 years, showed the finances of the asso- 
ciation to be in good condition. Three applicants were elected 
to membership, and the following oflicers were chosen: 

President, Charles H. Ware; treasurer, Samuel Mansfield ; 
secretary, Dr. E. Frank Kelly; member of the Board of Ex- 
aminers, Pref. Daniel Base. 

Mr. Ware has been secretary of the College Association for 
a number of years, and his promotion was intended as a mark 
of appreciation of the value of his services. Dr. Kelly's elec- 
tion makes him secretary of this body, of the local branch of 
the A. Ph. A. and of the State Pharmaceutical Association.

Killed by Electric Shock. 

Harry A. Candee, chief clerk in the pharmacy of Flemer’s 
drug store at 701 Maryland avenue Northeast, Washington, 
PD. C., was killed in a peculiarly distressing way on the evening 
of July 20 in the pharmacy. Something had gone wrong with 
the electric lights in the store, and word had been sent to the 
electric Company to remedy the trouble. In response to the 
summons an electrician named Walter I’. Sousa was sent to 
the store, and he had busied himself about a large light in one 
of the store windows when he was heard to give a loud shriek. 
Mr. Candee rushed to his assistance and found him lying across 
the electric wires, writhing in agony. He attempted to pull the 
unfortunate man away and received a shock which rendered 
him insensible. All the lights in the store thereupon went out 
and another clerk telephoned to a nearby hospital. 

When the ambulance arrived Mr. Sousa was dead. Mr. 
Candee died a short time after reaching the hospital. He leaves 
a widow and one child. 

Charles E. Dohme Goes to Europe. 

Reports about the condition of Louis Dohme, of Sharpe & 
Dohme, of this city, who went to Europe last spring early and 
afterward had an attack of pneumonia at Kissingen, whence 
he was taken to Wiesbaden, have not been altogether satisfac- 
tory, and feeling that it would he well for him to be near his 
brother, Charles E. Dohme. left August 8 for the other side of 
the Atlantic. He was accompanied by Mrs. Dohme and will 
eo direct to Wiesbaden, whence the journey will be continued 
to other points if the condition of the patient makes this pos- 
sible. Louis Dohme was not in good physical condition when 
he left, and expected to derive great benefit from the journey. 
It has been his custom to go to Europe every spring and remain 
until well in the fall, taking the baths there, which he found 
very strengthening. He was unfortunate enough to experience 
some bad weather and was stricken with pneumonia, but man- 
aged to throw off the disease in a comparatively short time. 
The attack, however, seems to have left him weakened. 
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Department of Pharmacy Announcement. 

The annual announcement of the Department of Pharmacy, 
University of Maryland, has been sent out, and calls attention 
to the advantages offered by the university to young men who 
desire to study pharmacy. The standard has been still further 
raised and the courses have undergone improvement. ‘There is 
a great scarcity of clerks in Baltimore, and any young man of 
likely address and some experience can readily obtain a posi- 
tion at a fair salary, thus reducing his expenses and enabling 
him to earn his way to a large extent. An innovation has been 
introduced at the university, students being examined in the 
future at the end of the first semester in all branchs. If it is 
found from the records and the examinations at the end of the 
first semester in the junior year that the student, because of 
defects in his preliminary training or for any other reason, is 
incapable of pursuing the course, he will be denied the right 
to keep up, but will have the privilege of returning in the fol- 
lowing year, and any money originally paid will be allowed on 
the dues of that year.

Flat Rate for Telephone ‘Owners—Slot Rate for Casual Users— 
Champagne by the Case for Medicinal Use Only. 





(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Chicago, August 7.—The slot telephones have been saved, ac- 
cording to those who have been keeping in close touch with the 
proceedings among the Aldermen. This fact will cause rejoic- 
ing among druggists, because it was feared for some time that 
the slot apparatus was to be banished. Mayor Busse appeared 
recently before the Council committee which has the telephone 
ordinance in hand, and as a result of his dictates a flat rate is 
to be adopted. But this, it appears, will not work out as badly 
as appears at first sight. Chairman Young, of the committee, 
says that the flat rate will be only for the owner of the ’phone 
and employees. Outsiders will have to use the nickel-in-the-slot 
the same as formerly. 


Champagne for Medicinal Use Only in Case Lots. 

The inquiry into the facts surrounding the career of Laura 
Matthews, a girl who committed suicide recently at Colorado 
Springs, developed some facts that are causing considerable 
comment among Chicago druggists. The girl had lived in a flat 
at 4315 Greenwood avenue at a pace which startled the quiet 
neighborhood around her. When her suicide in the far West 
called attention to her past all of the Chicago newspapers sent 
inen out to the South Side locality, where the young dramatic 
student had been making things hum. A nearby druggist made 
this statement to the representative of one of the largest papers: 
“We used to sell that flat case after case of champagne.” All 
of the champagne was, of course, for ‘ medicinal purposes.” A 
well-known druggist said: “If we try to sell champagne by the 


case on a $5 license in competition with men who pay $1,000 for 


the right to sell small drinks we may expect trouble.

Condition of Trade. 
New York, August 10, 1907. 


The market for drugs and chemicals during the period under 
review has not been characterized by an especially large vol- 
ume of business, and of course during this the vacation season 
speculation has been in abeyance, business being limited gen- 
erally to jobbing purchases. No large transactions have come 
to the surface in any of the several departments, but interest 
was lent to an otherwise dull market by a sensational advance 
in opium, followed by higher prices for morphine and codeine. 
A feature that also attracted attention was a reduction in re- 
liners’ quotations for camphor, the reason for which is a trifle 
obscure, though developments in Southern China, where large 
quantities of camphor have been produced within a recent 
period, may have something to do with it. The fact that 
synthetic camphor is being turned out on the Continent of 
Europe in considerable quantity may also be a factor. Then 
there is the cultivation of camphor trees in Florida, which may 
have to be reckoned with in the future. Probably the best 
solution, however, lies with the need of the Japanese Govern- 
ment to raise money, and if their stocks of camphor will not 
go at the recent high level of values established concessions 
must be made. The outlook does not seem to favor another 
rise in prices. Quinine is slow of sale and new features are 
lacking. The same may be said of menthol, which is easier 
and fractionally lower, together with peppermint oil, the inside 
quotation of which has been reduced. In essential oils the 
Messina essences are dearer and anise has been advanced in 
price. Competition among dealers is said to be responsible for 
a decline in cocaine, but the demand for this article has fallen 
off considerably since the adoption af repressive measures 
igainst its sale in many of the States, and lower prices natu- 
rally followed. The list of price fluctuations during the in 
terval is tabulated below.

Salsas. Copaiba, of the different grades, is slow of sale 
and the market is easier in tone, though prices are unchanged 
from the previous range of 50e to 55¢ for South American and 
$1.25 to $1.50 for Para. Fir, Canada, is maintained at $3.10 
to $3.50, though very few sales are reported. Peru does not 
offer with any freedom and values are well sustained at $2.50 
to $2.85. Tolu is selling in a limited way only from jobbers’

Barks.—Cascara is in moderately active demand and the 
market is steady at a fractional advance over the previously 
quoted range, recent sales being at 8c. Advices from the coast 
indicate that peeling has not been carried on to the same ex- 
tent during the past month as it was last year, and on this 
account and the fact that the wages of gatherers have been 
increased 30 percent. still higher prices are looked for, Cotton- 
root is firmer. in sympathy with conditions at primary sources 
of supply. and Se to Ste is named, Elm, sassafras and soap 
ure without quotable change. 

Buchu leaves, short, are finding steady sale in a small way 
and quotations are well maintained at 23e to 25¢, as to quan- 
tity and quality : long is jobbing fairly at 25e¢ inside. 

Cocao butter continues in active demand and values are 
firmly maintained, in svimpathy with the tenor of advices from 
abroad: bulk is quoted at 364e to 38e., and 12-lb. boxes at 44'4e 
to 52e, 

Caffeine has met with increased attention since our last and 
the cutlook seems favorable for an advance, only competition 
hetween miaanufacturers, who limit sales to regular customers, 
serving to keep prices at the present figure of $2.65 to 82.75 
for bulk. 

Cantharides are held with a fair show of steadiness and 
seem to be working into firmer position, though important de- 
mand is yet lacking. We quote Chinese at 62lsc to 65¢ for 
whole and 70e to 75¢ for powdered, Russian whole is held and 
selling at S5Se to 906. 

Chamomile flowers, new German, are held with increased 
firmness, in sympathy with corresponding conditions at primary 
sources. While some flowers are vailable at 18¢, 20e@ to 2c 
is generally named. 

Cocaine hydrochloride offers lower from manufacturers, the 
decline being influenced by a falling off in the demand and 
more or Jess competition among the holders. Manufacturers 
now quote uniformly on the basis of $2.30 per ounce for bulk, 
$2.55 in 1 ounce vials and $2.40 in 14 ounce vials. 

Codeine is held at higher prices owing to the advance in 
price of opin. and manufacturers now quote $4.70 to $4.90 
for pure, in bulk, according to quantity ; sulphate and muriate 
S4.50 to S465, 

Codliver oi] is dull and neglected, as might be expected at 
this season of the vear, but sales in a small way are making at 
$22 to $25 for Norwegian, and $22 to $24 for Newfoundland. 

Cuttlefish bone, Trieste, continues searce and wanted, and 
quotations are firmer at 24e to 25e, 

Ergot continues very dull, and the market is easy in tone 
at the recent reduction to 24e to 25¢ for Russian and German, 
and 30¢ to 33e¢ for Spanish. 

Guarana continues held at the previous high range, the ar- 
ticle being very scarce and under good control; quoted at M4. 

Haarlem oi] has weakened in the interval, competition 
amoug denlers leading to offerings at $2.35, thongh $2.40 is vet 
named in some quarters. 

Juniper berries are attracting increased attention owing to 
reports from primary sources indicating a shortage of new 
crop. Although the crop will probably be small, it is stated 
that the quality is excellent. Meanwhile sales of old on spot 
are making at 5%,c¢ to 414¢. 

Lactuenrium has advanced in the interval owing to searcity 
and for the limited available quantity $8 is named. 

Lycopodium remains quiet and holders are willing sellers 
at Dle for Pollitz and 48¢ for unlabeled. 

Mentho] has been slow of sale since our last, and quot:tions 
are largely nominal, though $2.50 is named as inside, a figure 
which it is intimated might be shaded on a firm offer. 
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Morphine, influenced by the higher cost of opium, has been 
advanced by the manufacturers 20c per ounce to the basis of 
$3.20 to $3.60 for 25 ounce lots, according to style of package. 

Nux vomica is held with marked firmness at the previous 
range of 4¢ to 444e, and a moderate jobbing demand is expe- 
rienced. 

Opium has advanced materially since our last, in sympathy 
with stronger advices from primary and European markets. 
Following sales at $6.25 shortly after the preceding issue went 
to press, the price was raised to $7, at which it now remains. 
Continued reports of a small crop have been mainly influential 
in the advance, and holders stiil maintain firm views and look 
to a further early advance in value both here and in European 
markets, notwithstanding a local absence of demand. Sales 
on spot seldom exceed jobbing quantities, but prices are firmly 
maintained at the advance. The usual increase on broken pack- 
anges is named, $7.05 to $7.10 being the revised quotation, while 
powdered is held and selling at $7.80 to $8, though some hold 
ers are asking $8 to $8.05. Opium derivatives are correspond 
ingly higher. 

Quinine has continued without action of cousequence either 
as regards price or denmnd, and we have no new features of 
more than ordinary interest to report. Manufacturers continue 
to quote on the old basis of 16¢ for bulk in 100 ounce tins. The 
next bark sales are scheduled for Tuesday, August 13, and 
Thursday, August 22, in London and Amsterdam respectively. 

Santonin is held more firmly in the face of talk of an early 
advance, but current quotations are yet available. 

Sawpalmetto berries are inquired for, but only in a limited 
jobbing way. and sales on the spot were at Se to 10¢, 


A Chemicals. 

Arsenic is in upward tendency, but the consuming demand 
is inactive and quotations remain at Te to 7T34e. 

Blue vitriol offers a shade more freely in the absence of im- 
portant demand, carload lots being now quoted at Te and small- 
er parcels at 74¢ and upward, as to quantity. 

Chlorate of potash is passing out freely on contract orders, 
but the jobbing demand continues light, small parcels of erys- 
tals and powdered changing hands at 94c¢ to 9%4e and 9c to 
934, respectively. 

Citric acid is steadily maintained by manufacturers on the 
basis of 52¢ to 52%e for barrels and kegs, respectively. 

Cream tartar is steady in price and a moderate trade is 
reported at current quotations, or say, 25!.c¢ to 24e for pow- 
dered and 23\c¢ to 23%ec for crystals, as to quantity. 

Oxalie acid has ruled steadily in the interval, though only 
moderate quantities are taken by the trade at the quoted range 
of S84e to De. 

Sal amimoniac is steady, though only a jobbing demand is 
experienced at the quoted range of 6e to GlLe fer gray and 
grain and %4e for lump. 

Saltpetre is dull, but values appear well sustained at 4°%4¢ 
to oe for refined, as to quality and quantity. 

Tartaric acid is seasonably active and the market is steady 
upon the basis of 28°%,¢ to 2914¢ for crystals and 296 to 29%e 
for powdered, as to quantity and terms. 


Essential Oils. 

Almond (peach kernel) offers more freely, aud we hear of 
sales since our last at 27¢ to 2Se, though some dealers continue 
to name 30c as an inside figure. 

Anise continues in upward tendency in sympathy with ad- 
vancing values in primary market, and quotations on spot were 
marked up at the close to $1.30 to $1.35, 

Bergamot, in common with all Messina essences, shows in- 
creased firmness, and prices have been already advanced to the 
range of $4.35 to $4.40 for desirable grades. 

Camphor, Japanese, is coming forward more freely and 
Values are easier, with sales of prime in 72 pound cases re- 
ported at 20¢ to 22%6¢; heavy byproduct is held at 1Se to 20e. 

Citronella offers a shade more freely, drums being quoted 
at 42¢ to 43¢, and cans 48¢ to 44¢e. The demand continues of

Gums. 

Aloes, Curacao, is well sustained at the recent advance to 
Stac to 9¢; limited quantities only offer at the inside figure. 

Arabie is in advancing tendency at primary sources and the 
local market is firmer in sympathy, though we have no actual 
price changes to report, such sales as were reported being at 
Sc to 10e. First picked gum is maintained at 25¢ to 385e. 

Asafoetida is maintained firmly at current quotations, but 
only a jobbing business is passing, the sales being 19¢ to 24e, 
as to grade and quantity. 

Camphor has been further reduced by domestic refiners, the 
revised quotations showing «a decline of $1 to $1.01 for bulk and 
4-0z. squares, respectively. 

Chicle is in good seasonable demand, and sales of prime 
Mexican are reported at 50¢ to 52e. 

Galbanum has advanced in the interval, owing to the receipt 
of strong advices from foreign markets, and 40¢ to 45e is now 
asked. It is reported that scarcity has developed abroad. 

Tragacanth, Aleppo, has attracted increased attention, owing 
to the upward tendency of values in foreign markets, but sales 
on spot were at the previous range of 45¢ to 67e. 


Roots. 

Blue flag is in advancing tendency at primary sources of 
supply, and the spot market is firmer, though nominally un- 
changed at 15¢ to 17¢. 

Dandelion, German, has not recovered from the drop it took 
a few weeks ago, and holders are rather easier in their views 
at 20¢e to 22c.

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Opportunities for Export Trade 
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Trade of United States with Latin-American 
Countries, 1907. 

Trade of the United States with the Latin-American coun- 
tries aggregated more than $600,000,000 in the fiscal year just 
ended, against $234.000,000 a decade ago. In this term, * Latin- 
American countries.” are included, by the Bureau of Statistics 
of the Department of Commerce and Labor, Mexico, all of 
Central America except British Honduras, all of South America 
except British and Dutch Guiana, and all of the West Indian 
islands except those under British, Dutch and Danish control. 

The imports from Latin-America in the fiscal year 1907 
amounted to $350,000,000, against $155,000,000 in 1897, having 
thus a little more than doubled during the decade; while the 
exports to the Latin-American countries were in 1907 $255,000,- 
000, against $80,000,000 in 1897, having a little more than 
trebled during the decade. 

The Latin-American countries from which the largest im 
ports are drawn are: Brazil, $98,000,000 in 1907, against $69, 


form nearly 60 percent, of the exports to Cuba, about 70 per- 
cent. of those to Mexico and about 85 percent. of those to Cen- 
tral America and South America, while from all of the coun- 
tries in question the imports consist chiefly of foodstuffs and 
manufacturers’ materials. 





Pharmaceuticals and Chemicals in Argentina. 


A recent report of the Belgian Consul at Buenos Ayres shows 
that German products are gradually making progress in the 
Argentine market, but the trade with Belgium, France and the 
United Kingdom is either stationary or decreasing. ‘There is 
a considerable home industry in soap and chemicals. 

The manufacture of toilet soaps has not yet been established, 
as importers have succeeded in keeping down the duties. Fine 
soaps are imported in ordinary cases, without other packing 
and are declared as “common soaps.’ The labels, silk paper 
and cardboard boxes are imported separately from Europe, and 
the soaps are packed in the country. Fine perfumed soaps 
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decade ago: Mexico, $57,000,000, against S1O.0C0Q,.060 a decade 
ago; Porto Rico, $22,000,000, against $2,000,000 a decade ago; 
Chile, $18,000,000, against $4,000,000 a decade ago; Argentina, 
$17,000,000, against $11,000,000 a decade ago, and Central 
America, $15,000,000, against $8,000,000 a decade ago. The 
Latin-American countries to which the largest exports are 
sent are: Mexico, $66,000,000 in 1907, against $23,000,000 a 
decade ago; Cuba, $49,000,000, against $8,000,000 a decade ago; 
Argentina, $32,000,000, against $6,000,000 a decade ago; Central 
America, $27,000,000, against $8,000,000 a decade ago; Porto 
Rico, $26,000,000, against $2,000,000 a decade ago: Brazil, $19,- 
000,000, against $12,000,000 a decade ago, and Chile, $10,000,000, 
against $2,500,000 a decade ago. Exports to Mexico in 1907 
were practically three times as great as a decade ago; to Cuba, 
six times as great; to Argentina, five times as great; to Porto 
Rico, thirteen times as great, and to Central America, three and 
one-half times as great as a decade ago, while to Chile the ex- 
ports are four times as great and those to Brazil increased a 
little more than one-half. 

Comparing the trade with the Latin-American countries in 
1907 with that of the immediate preceding year, 1906, the ex 
ports to Mexico show a gain of $8,000,000; those to South 
American, a gain of $7,000,000; to Central America, a gain of 
$4.000,000, and to Cuba, a gain of less than $2,000,000, while 
on the import side the increase in imports from South America 
is $20,000,000; from Cuba, over $12,000,000; from Mexico, 
$6,000,000, and from Central America, $1,500,000. 

The increase in exports to Latin-America, amounting to over 
$20,000,000 in 1907, compared with the immediate preceding 
year, occurs almost exclusively in manufactured articles, which 
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come from Marseilles or Paris, but Germany, Great Britain and 
the United States are making great efforts to secure the trade. 

Perfumery is almost exclusively of French origin, and the 
customs duty is 62 percent. on the value as fixed by the au- 
thorities. , 

The *“ Productos Conen” Works manufacture a number of 
chemical products, such as sulphuric acid, obtained from the 
sulphur extracted from the gas residues known as “ tierra de 
gas,” from which Prussian blue is obtained. Sulphuric acid is 
concentrated at 66 degrees for use in the manufacture of 
candles, while for sale it is concentrated at 65 degrees. Prus- 
sian blue is sold at 45 cents per 5 kilos., and the imports are 
considerable. 

Borie acid is manufactured from the borates exploited in 
the Province of Jujuy by the Compagnie Internationale de 
Borax. ‘The pure product is sold to pharmacists, who, however, 
have a prejudice against locally manufactured articles. Borax 
for household purposes was formerly sold at 3.5 pesos per 10 
kilos.. but the value at present is 2.5 pesos. The home industry 
has almost succeeded in keeping out foreign products. 

Nitric acid, which is prepared from Chilian nitrates im- 
ported from Hamburg and Antwerp, has not as yet succeeded 
in driving out the foreign acid. Arsenic is imported solely 
from Germany; tartaric acid comes from England, France and 
Belgium, and imports tend to increase. Pepsin is manufac- 
tured in the country by a Belgian from products of the 
slaughter houses. 

Sal ammoniac is partly imported from Germany and partly 
manufactured in the country; chloride of lime is imported from 
Germany and Belgium, and bichromate of potash and acids for 

dyeing purposes from Germany.
